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Cheap Wheat Doesn't Cut Bread Cos!

Washington (AP) — Consumers are con- 


tinuing to pay near-recor'd prices for their 
daily bread even though, two yean of 
massive crops have forced wheat prices 
down and threatened to restore huge sur- 
pluses. 


The average price of a one-pound loaf of 


white bread in the third quarter of thisyear 
was 35.4 cents, according to the Agriculture 
Dept. In the same three months of 1975, it 
was 35.2 cents. 


Meanwhile, the farm price of wheat 


dropped from |3.76 a bushel to an average 
of $2.96 a bushel in the same time frame 
and was still falling. As of Oct. 15, accor- 
ding to USDA, fanners go 12.59 a bushel. 


Middleman costs make up most of the 


price of a loaf of bread, as they do for most 
food consumers buy at stores, In the past 
year the cost of non-wheat ingredients and 
labor have made the food middleman's 
expenses go up. 


In the third quarter the farm value — or 


farmer's share — of wheat in a 35.4-cent 
loaf of bread was only 3.5 cents. In July- 
September of last year, it was 4.7 cents. - 


30? With Wheat Free 
In other words, if fanners donated their 


wheat free of charge, a loaf of bread still 
would cost shoppers about 30 cents a loaf. 


Early in 1S74, as the U.S. wheat supply 


ebbed to its lowest level in more than a 
quarter century, the farm price of wheat 
soared to a record $5.52 a bushel but 


dropped sharply as larger crops 
materialized. 


At that time, with wheat bringing 


fanners the highest prices in history, there 
was about 6.4 cents worth of wheat in a loaf 
costing consumers 32.8 cents, according to 
USDA records. 


By 1975, because of both middleman and 


farm costs, a one-pound loaf of bread 
averaged a record of 35.9 cents. 


Surpluses Pile Up 
The record wheat harvest of more than 


2.1 billion bushels in 1975 was followed this 
year by one nearly as large. 


But only 600 million to 800 million 


bushels of wheat are needed annually to 
meet domestic requirements, including 
bread and other uses. That means about 
two-thirds of each year's harvest must be 
sold to other countries or else surpluses 
pile up. „ 


Exports have been large but have not 


kept pace lately with production. And sur- 
pluses are once again becoming a spectre 
for wheat farmers and taxpayers. 


From a barebones reserve of only 339 


million bushels on June 1, 1974, the 
stockpile rose last year to 430 million and 
by June 1 of this year was 664 million 
bushels. Next June 1, according to USDA, 
the wheat stockpile could be 948 million 
bushels or more. 
. 


The rise in wheat stocks will be one of 


the first major farm problems to confront 
the incoming Jimmy Carter administra- 
tion. 
• 


If,the inventory continues growing 


another year it could easily approach the 
huge surpluses of more than 1 billion 
bushels which hung on for years in the late 
1950s and early 1960s. 


The leftover grain also will have an im- 


portant bearing on .what the Garter ad- 
ministration and Congress may intend to 
do about molding a formal food grain 
reserve program as advocated by many to 
help insure against future national and 
world shortages. 


Howard Hjort, vice president of 


Schnittker Associates, a consulting firm, 
told USDA's annual' outlook conference 
Thursday that the huge wheat pile means, 
"we have right now a grain reserve if we 
want it." 


But he said there still is need for 


Congress to think about setting up formal 
guidelines on how the surplus grain should 
be used. 


"The argument about whether we should 


have one (a reserve) or not is all over," 


Hjort said. "It's finished. We've got;it., - 


"The question is: should we have'some 


rules that go along with it?"

Farm officials in the Nixon-Ford ad- 


ministration have argued that no-new law 
for grain reserves is needed and that-abun- 
dant production along with existing govern- 
ment frameworks are enough. 
',•'• " ' 


Hjort, whose senior partner is John 


Schnittker, a former undersecretary of 
agriculture during the Johnson administra- 
tion, said that the rapidly growing wheat 
supply may already have exceeded the size 
needed as a reserve. 


Set-Aside Program? 
Hjort said that "serious consideration 


•should be given to a set-aside program for 
wheat next spring" in time to hold down 
1977 production. 


The set-aside program involves a plan by 


the government tb pay farmers for taking a 
required amount of land from crop produc- 
tion. This has not been done since 1973.

$60 Billion a Year 
All over America, people bet on anything 


that moves — a whopping |60 billion a year 
on sports alone, illegally at that, and no one 
knows how much on other forms of 
gambling.- Something not too subtle is 
happening to the Protestant work ethic, 
.which brands gambling as frivolous and 
sinful. 


It has been an abiding contradiction of 


American life that millions bet every day, 
while often supporting legislation that 
makes that activity illegal 


And it has produced strange ironies. 


When New Jersey, a reputed stronghold of 
the .Mafia since Prohibition, turned down 
statewide casino gambling in 1974, one of 
• the arguments against the tables, wheels 
'and slots was that it would attract the 
wrong elements to the state. 


In fact, law enforcement officers the na- 


tion over have blamed gambling prohibi- 
tion in the face of public approval of 
gambling as one of the economic bulwarks 
of organized crime. 


So. oddly, the American supports the un- 


derworld with his betting dollar and fights 
it with bis tax dollar. 


80% Approve 
Even while Atlantic CSty interests spent, 


more than a million dollars to convince 
New Jersey voters Oat casino gambling 
was okay, a fedaalcwiiniission fciiied tte 
results of a three^ear study: 


"This report and its recommendatiom 


win surprise roost Americans and may star- 
tfe some. Bat those who are wnptned or 
startled should carefully reflect on tte 
significance of the fact that a pastime in- 
dulged in by two-thirds of the American 
people, and approved of by peihpas *>S>.. 
. contributes more than any other single 
enterprise to police comftion.-.. and to 
Ihe well-being of the nations crimtoafc."

Gambling A Sin 
Anti-gambling sentiment is alive even in 


the lottery states, but gets stronger toward 
the Midwest and especially stronger in the 
South and Southwest "There," Ritchie 
says, "people thoroughly believe, as their 
church tells them, that one works to 


-. produce products for other men. And that 
you're rewarded by God's grace in money 
for your efforts. And to waste God's grace 
is a sin. The work ethic is reflected in at- 
titudes that permeate all our laws." 
"Legal gambling winnings are heavily 
taxed. Since taxes are rarely paid on illegal 
winnings, the legal games suffer the disad- 
vantage. For that reason, among others, 
state lotteries have barely put a crimp into 
illegal numbers games, Ritchie say's. 


Legal or illegal, gambling seems to be, in 


the words of one expert, "a fundamental 
aspect of human behavior." 


"The gambling spirit is part of the 


American spirit," says sociologist 
Frederick Preston of the University of 
Nevada-Las Vegas. "It is"a~sort of plunging 
ahead and conquering, a kind of boldness,

Koch said students in English classrooms 


were the most prolific pornographic 
•writers while journalism students took top 
honors in erotic carvings. 


"The home ec building had less por- 


nographic graffiti, but they had enough. 
For the most part, the desks in the home ec 
buildine were a lot cleaner than the other 
classrooms." 


Although the 1972 presidential election 


generated a deluge of political desk top 
graffiti, Koch said his recent stud}* found 
not one mention of President Ford or 
President-elect Jimmy tiuter.

Tjpical political writings four years ago, 


he said, included such things as. "Wfl

Religious graffiti dropped sharply bora 


2!% in 3972 to a mere 5% in 1976, Koch 
said. FOOT years ago the reEgkxa graffiti 
took trp topics $aca as the existence of God.

a parting place," "God is aHve — be Just 
doesn't want to get involved," and "God is 
dead, signed tfeizche" and then bekrn 
that '"Metzcbe is dead, signed God."

There also was a roach larger percentage 


of sacrilegious sayings in 1972 such as. 


pregnant again" and "Easter vacation has 
been called off — they found the body." 


Koch said there was an increase in frater- 


nity and sorority carvings and about the 
same number of" drug-related sayings such 
as. "A friend with weed is a friend in- 
deed." 


Boredom Plays Role 
Koch said classroom boredom and 


dreariness play the major role although 
dean desks seen to invite some carvers. 


"They also try to shock the reader. They 


like to enter into forbidden tontoiy. And, 
there is a desire to entertain other 
students, be witty or instruct 


"But it's surprising, a lot of students tell 


me they never bother to read what's 
written on the desks they sit at" 


Koch said some are simply egotistical 


and write their names <wer and ever. Some 
carvings are motivated by a feeling of 
anger or frustration, Koch said, giving as 
an erampte: "Some day nry boat wffl come 
in, but with roy luck in be at tte airport' 


sexes on desk tops," be said, "like fins one 
-'AD chicks are dogs.' There's a lot of that 
kind written by men, fcut yoa donl see too 
many derogatory comments against men."" 


Women Write Leu 
In fact, Koch «aid Ids studtei tend to in- 


dicate women write less frequently on 
desks than men.

ding there is a direct correlation between 
the type of school and graffiti found on. 
desks. "K-State is pretty straight-laced so I.

Koch himself is a confessed desk top

Gallup Poll 
Rush to Cities in Poor Nations Unabated

Princeton, NJ — A Gallup 


International survey of 70 
nations indicates the current 
rush to the cities, which is 
creating enormous problems for 
developing nations, is likely to 
continue unabated 


This survey, the firs* global 


public opinion survey ever un- 
dertaken shows most of the 
rural inhabitants of the 
developing nations of the world 
would like to move to the cities 


More than half the four billion 


people who inhabit the earth live 
in rural areas, and the migration 
to the cities in the developing 
nations is creating havoc in 
many of these same countries 
which are wholly unprepared for 
the influx 


Paradoxically, people living 


in the big' cities in the in- 
dustrialized nations would like 
to move to the small towns and 
rural areas — a desire reflected 
in the trend away from big-city 
living 


This contrast between at- 


titudes in the industrialized and 


developing nations shows up 
sharply when Great Britain and 
Nigeria are compared 


Nearly 8 in every 10 persons in 


Great Britain live in urbanized 
areas Given a choice of where to 
live, only 2 in 10 would continue 
to live in cities over 10,000 In 
Nigeria, three in every four per- 
sons live in rural areas Given 
the same choice, only 5 in 100 
would choose the rural area

Houston (UPI) — Herman 


Kresse would like to do for the 
okra seed what George 
Washington Carver did for the 
peanut convert a run-of-the-mill 
plant into a superfood 


"We humans are eating the 


wrong part of the okra plant to 
realize the most food potential 
from it," said Kresse, who hopes 
study of the plant will earn him 
University of Texas graduate 
degrees in community health 


"We eat the food pod when it's 


green and very young and the 
food value is very low com- 
paratively," said Kresse, 47, a 
career cheniist 


Kresse said study has shown 


mature okra pods, brittle, brown 
and up to a foot long, contain 
seeds bearing almost as much 
protein as soybeans, good 
vegetable oil, vitamins, minerals 
and fiber 


"We visualize that you could 


make margarine, mayonnaise or 
anything you could make out of 
other vegetable oils You could 
grind the seeds into flour Out of 
the protein, we could make meat 
analogs (substitutes)" 


Kresse belives the plant is a 


potential boon, especially for un 
mechanized 
Third World 


agricultures 


"You can make it grow in 


crumbly soil It can grow in any 
soil where the temperature 
reaches 65 degrees Fahrenheit 
and you have a two-month 
growing season 


"It doesnt require a lot of 


moisture once you get a crop up 
It's quite drouth resistant The 
disease resistance is relatively 
high This gives you a very wide 
potential area of the world 
where it can be grown " 


One of okra's weaknesses now 


is that it does not lend itself to 
the kind of machine, seed-to- 
harvest agriculture that has 
made the United States the 
breadbasket of the world 


"But here in the United 


States we could get by today 
without it,' Kresse said "There 
are areas of the world where it's 
needed and these probably 
would be markets before the 
United States" 


Kresse said study remains to 


be done to determine the 
desirability of okra as a food 
crop 


"We don't want to encourage 


the public to go out and get a 
handful of okra seeds and start 
eating them," he said "But we 
want them to be aware there is a 
good food source probably to be 
had from the okra seed "

"There is no possibility of it," 


Kissinger said as he and Carter 
walked along the mam street of

Kissinger and Carter caused a 


minor sensation on the streets of 
the small town as tounsts and 
reporters flocked around them 
next to the railroad station that 
served as a Carter campaign 
headquarters 


Biggest Attraction 
Of the many important visitors 


to Plains in recent months, 
Kissinger easily proved to be the 
biggest attraction He signed 
numerous autographs 


Reporters, who had been told 


specifically that Kissinger would 
not visit the small downtown 
section of Plains, rushed back 
into town from a nearby landing 


strip where they were waiting to 
see him depart 


Later, at the landing strip, 


Kissinger waved as he entered a 
helicopter for the trip to nearby 
Ft Benmng, where an Air Force 
Jet waited to return him to

Kissinger and Carter appeared 


briefly on the patio of Carter's 
home shortly after Kissinger 
amved They told reporters they 
were both committed to full

Carter said "but I'd like to be

"He (Kissinger) has given me 


a brief explanation of the pre- 
sent circumstances in various 
parts of the world It's been a 
very helpful thing to me and I 
want to stress again my thanks

The President-elect said it was 


"good to be back with my good 
friend Secretary Kissinger," 
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whom he first met at a 1974 
meeting of the Organization of

'Lone Ranger' 
During his presidential cam- 


paign Carter had repeatedly at- 
tacked Kissinger's conduct of 
foreign policy, calling some of 
his policies "amoral" and 
referring to him as a "lone 
ranger" who ran foreign affairs

Kissinger stood quietly until 


Carter completed his remarks 
Saturday, then thanked the 
President-elect for "the very 
courteous reception" and said it 
had been "a very good talk " 


"I ve alwajs believed that 


foreign policy is a nonpartisan 
affair, and that all Americans 
should support the foreign policy 
of the United States," Kissinger 
said 


"For that reason we will do 


our utmost to share all informa-

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U.S.-Mexican Prisoner Exchange Poses Problems 


Mexico City (UPI)—Unhappy 


Americans in Mexican Jails — 
where they charge they have 
been brutalized — may be 
heading back to the United 
States to face an uncertain 
future. 


For whether they go back as 


deported-parolees or transferred 
prisoners poses a sudden legal 
dilemma for many. 


A bilateral prisoner exchange 


treaty is expected to be signed 
soon by Mexico and the United 
States. Although the treaty draft 
is still secret, some of its com- 
plexities are beginning to leak 
out. 


What concerns the 596 


American men and women in 
Mexican prisons is their status 
once they return to the United 
States. 
6 brief, this will depend - ac- 


cording to reliable sources — on 
whether they are paroled from 
jail and deported, or whether 
they are "exchanged", that is, 
sent back as prisoners to serve 
out their Mexican sentences in 
the U.S. 


U.S. Prosecution Likely 
A parolee might, according to 


legal sources, be subject — in 
some circumstances — to 


further prosecution under U.S. 
law. 


An exchangee's concern would 


be to win early release, getting 
time off for good behavior and 
other factors. 


But in each case, it will be 


U.S. law that affects the 
returnees from Mexican jails, 
the sources explained. 


Prisoners have sent out word 


from their cells they want some 
American legal counsel from 
groups such as the American 
Civil Liberties Union provided to 
them. Some free legal advice is 
expected via prisoner-support 
groups in the United States. 


-Eighty per cent of the 
Americans were jailed on drug- 
related charges. Others are held 
on a variety of charges including 
fraud, theft, murder and kid- 
naping. 


Mexico is amending its penal 


laws to permit paroles and 
Mexican authorities alone ap- 
parently will decide which' 
American prisoners are eligible 
for it. 


The proposed treaty already 


has been approved by the 
Mexican Lower House and must 
be okayed by the Mexican 
Senate before it adjourns Dec. 
30. 


In the United States, the treaty 


will have to win Senate approval 
after it resumes Jan. 20. The 
House also will be required ap- 
prove certain "enabling 
legislation." 


According to the best estim- 


ates, the treaty is unlikely to 
take effect before April, 1977. 


Of the Americans now jailed 


in Mexico, 250 have not even 
been sentenced and would thus 
not be eligible for either parole 
or exchange until their jail terms 
start. 


Another 124 are appealing 


their sentences in the Mexican 
courts. They are ineligible for 


exchange until-they either drop 
their appeals or have them 
rejected. Most are expected to | 
drop their appeals. 


Reliable sources presume that I 


one offshoot of the exchange will 
be a series of law suits in'U.S. 
courts by prisoners claiming 
their sentences are invalid 
because of "violations of human 
rights" — that is they were tor- 
tured and brutalized here. But 
how they might prove such 
charges outside of Mexico is the 
subject of great speculation [ 
among legal quarters.

"Look at this," he said. 


"Scott's world-renown pot 
pies" That's typical of the gram- 
mar you see in these menus. And 
I see they've misspelled broccoli 
(brocolli) and zucchini 
(zucchme). 


"This used to be merely a hob- 


by with me," said Newman, who 
has written two books about the 
decline of the English language. 
"But now I guess it's a compul- 
sion I said I'd stop clipping 
horrible examples of English 
when I finished the second book, 
but I haven't been able to." 


A waitress came over to fill 


Edwin Newman 


our coffee cups. 


"Are there any hours when 


you don't have that din on?" 
Newman asked 
petulantly, 


pointing to a loudspeaker blaring 
upbeat music. 


"No," she said. "It gets awful- 


ly quiet in here without a little 
music. It can become like a 


morgue. 


Up, Down, Up 
"Does anyone ever ask you to 


turn it down?" Newman con- 
tinued. 


"Once in a while," she said. 


"But a lot more people ask us to 
turn it up." She chuckled ner- 
vously and left. 


"People seem to think there's 


something wrong with silence," 
Newman said. "Not only are we 
not entitled to it, but if someone 
asks you a question and you stop 
/to think before answering, be 


thinks there's something wrong 
with you 


"The disk jockeys throw a con- 


stant stream of words at you. 
The words don't mean anything. 
They're like this moronic music 
they're playing here. This must 
have its effect on language and 


communications." 


Newman was in Chicago to 


promote "A Civil Tongue," his 
second book about the hatchet 
job that bureaucrats, educators, 
academicians and, yes, newsmen 
and television personalities are 
performing on the 'English 
language. 


Pride Was Taken 
"When 1 went into the news 


business, people took pnde in 
the way they wrote," Newman 
said. "That's not true nowadays. 
I think the institution of the 
column has had a great deal to 
do with it. Editors seem willing 
to let columnists write any way 
they please " 


Noticing the pained expression 


on my face, Newman moved on 
to other reasons for the decline 
of language. 


"The rebellion against the 


Establishment in the '50s and 
'60s extended to the use of 
language," he said. "Young peo- 
ple expressed sympathy for the 
underdog by rejecting the cor- 
rect and precise language they 
associated with the 'overdog.' 
This left its mark. More than 
half a generation was educated 
in this way. 


"In the past if people wanted 


to move up, one way to do it was 
through using better language. 
Suddenly, people were not in- 
terested in moving up. 


'Don't Matter' 
"Word got out that there were 


other ways _ of communicating 
besides proper language. 
Academicians said rules don't 
matter, children must say 
what's in their heart But there's 


no conflict between expressing 
yourself and using proper 
English. The rules don't stand in 
the way; if anything, they help 
it" 


We talked about the way 


words are destroyed by modern 
usage. "Chauvinist" is gone, a 
casualty of the feminist move- 
ment "Gay" has fallen to the 
homosexuals. Bureaucrats and 
political columnists have ruined 
"parameter" by using it to mean 
"perimeter," But that's not a big 
loss 
because 
only 


mathematicians understand 
what the word means. 


Newman believes the worst 


language heard on television is 
on sports broadcasts, which 
seldom go more than five 
minutes without at least one 
egregious blunder.

An Iowa court decision last week boosts 


the cause of cleaner air at the work bench. 


A Des Moines judge reversed a ruling of 


the Iowa Employment Security Commission 
and awarded unemployment compensation 
benefits to a worker forced to quit her job 
because of the smoking of fellow employes. 
Gladys A. Stevens contended the smoking 
worsened her asthma condition. The judge 
said Stevens has an "absolute physical inabili- 
ty to tolerate the smoke generated by cigaret 
smokers." 


Stevens had been employed by a Ft 


Dodge firm for eight years, without trouble. 
In 1971, however, the company changed its

policy and allowed employes to smoke while 
working.- 


The Iowa woman's case is rather special. 


Most non-smokers can continue to. function, 
reluctantly, in the miasma of noxious gases' 
expelled by fellow workers. What they 
generally want is some consideration of their/ 
preferences for cleaner air. Usually, good, 
manners and thoughtfulness can accom- 
modate both smoker and non-smoker.

It is the passing of Maoist man.'.''•' 


Perhaps be never even existed anil it 
is the myth about,him thit Is.now 
passing. But with Chairman Hut's 
assumption of Mao's old post and the 
dismal failure of the couhtercbup of 
the Shanghai radicals, something has. 
happened to the image of Maoist man. 
•; The events of the past month, which' 
were pretty murky for a time, are now' 
falling into fociis. With' MaVs death 
came the legal struggle for the succes- 
sion, which is built into the Chinese'''. 
system. The Shanghai. radicals, in- 
cluding Mao's .widow, Chiang Ching, 
knew it was now or never for them. 
They had to stop Hua from becoming 
chairman^ of the party even if it meant 
a coup against him. 


But Hua, no innocent, knew this, 


too. 
He outmaneuvered, outfoxed 


them. The radicals had control of the 
propaganda apparatus and of 
literature and drama. Hua knew much 
would depend on the battle of-slogans 
and wall posters.

.When Chiang Ching made a misstep 


and changed a slogan in her husband's 
political will/ Hua moved to arrest her 
for the forgery, and along with her he 
arrested the other three radical 
leaders who might furnish the sinews 
of a left-wing revolt. He also sum- 
moned to Peking the two top 
remaining local leaders of the 
Shanghai group; includingithe head of 
the civil militia, who were under left 
control.

"•> Thereto long been talk about the 
"new revolutionary man" whom the 
Russians and the Chinese after them 
presumably brought into history. It 
.goes-back-to ,the early and humanist 
Marx,'who wrote that man — by 
transforming : the conditions and 
'•relations of production.— will also 
transform'himself. For a time the 
theorists wrote about the "hew Soviet 
man," of steel resolve, but with the 
tawdry doings of power politics and 
the "Gulag Archipelago" it turned out 
to be a sorry joke. . 


Then the hope of Western militants 


turned to "Maoist man." Presumably 
it offered a "moral socialism" beyond 
the tattered Soviet brand. 


Mao's uncompromising insistence 


on maintaining "the revolution" fed 
this myth of a new man. So did the 
Cultural Revolution of the mid-1960s, 
with its stress on a "purity" of doc- 
trine which had the young Red Guards 
as enforcers against the old men. 
There was considerable writing; again 
in the West, .this time about what 
sheer -will would do on the part of 
Maoist, man, about the "new com- 
munity," about the "revolutionary, 
ascetic," about "militant rectitude" • 
.and "revolutionary immortality." 


- 
Alas for the high thinkers of the 


West and the ambitious radicals of 
China, none of this came through. All 
the talk about youth and immortality 
seems'to'have been stirred up_by an 
old man'in a decaying body, trying to 


give himself the illusion.of youth by 
rallying a Children's Crusade around 
his banner of permanent revolution. 
As for Mao' as a "revolutionary- 
ascetic," anyone reading the account 
of how Mao''s fourth wife, Chiang 
Ching, made her way as a mediocre 
actress, through various mentors and 
protectors, into Mao's favor will find 
the purity theme a bit absurd.

The idea of a new Maoist man was 


shown up when, the "practical" 
government officials and military 
leaders became receivers in bankrupt- 
cy after the'Cultural Revolution. But 
it was "at the" moment when the 
Chinese people themselves — tired of 
the constant ideological; turmoil — 
began; talking in Peking with 'the 
despised ."foreigners," and when Hua 
turned to'the foreign press to confirm 


his power, that Maoist man passed out 
of history- 


Tne new Chinese regime still in- 


vokes Mao's name, still attacks the 
disgraced -radicals as "capitalist 
readers;" still is wary of the West, just 
as it is bitter about Russia.

By a sudden stroke, Kissinger turned American 


policy toward Africa completely around in ways 
beneficial to this country and damaging to 
prospects of Soviet penetration. While he bad no 
follow-through be was able to'fob off the hot 
- potato oir Britain in a way not harmful to American 
interests. 


The starting point was the so-called "tarbaby" 


policy followed by President Nixon and Kissinger 
from 1969 through 1975 By that policy Washington 
gave the wet mitten to radical African liberation 
movements, while doing more than a little business 
than usual with the white regimes of Rhodesia and 
South Africa.

"Tarbaby" came a cropper when -Portugal 


gave independence to Angola last fall. The 
Kissinger policy was to block takeover by a Soviet- 
backed faction. To that end, in collusiori'with South 
African officials, he gave support and arms to two 
rival Angolan factions But Congress refused to 
back a policy conceived in secret? inadequately 
funded and not exactly in keeping with traditional 


American ideas about self-determination. 


In time the" Soviet ^proteges came to power in~ 


Angola. America got a.-black'eye in Africa for 
joining with the unloved regime of South Africa in 
supporting bad,buys who lost against better guys 
who won. The Ford adininistration, for the same 
reasons, lost prestige at home. The Russians scored 
a gain,, and readied themselves for further penetra- 
tion in the Dark pontinent. 


The nest domino in the path of the African 


liberation movement was Rhodesia. 'Kissinger 
moved rapidly to avert a replay of Angola. In 
spring, he visited black African leaders and an-' 
nounced — in a speech hi Lusaka — that the U.S. 
would henceforth support majority rule in Africa, 
not white minority regimes.

He next sought put the prime.minister of South' 


Africa, John Vorster,-;and -persuaded him that 
Rhodesia would be in trouble unless a compromise 
with black nationalists was effected by the white 
government under Ian Smith} Vorster began 
pressuring Smith to give.way. 


Kissinger then met Smith face-to-face and per- 


suaded him that the sands were running out on 
white rule in Rhodesia. He won agreement from 
Smith to meet with black leaders in a conference to 
consider a program for achieving majority rule un- 
der a new constitution in two yeais. 


Capturing the African Zebra 


By the conversion — or selling out, if you 


prefer"— of Smith, Kissinger achieved a veritable • 
revolution in American policy. The United States, 
switched its support from white, minority regimes 
to black liberation movements. It wrung a major 
concession — a concession nobody else bad been 
able to get— from the Smith regime. America was 
in the good guy camp. 
- • 


But with that achievement, Kissinger had also 


shot his bolt: He had no means of enforcing agree- 
ment between Rhodesian blacks and whites. Nor, 
since the U.S. had no vital interest at stake, any 
reason to do so. So-he deftly handed over the 
working out of details to a conference of Rhodesian 
blacks and whites in Geneva under the leadership 
of Britain.

The Geneva conference is not apt to succeed. 


•/•.Nor is it likely that majority rule will come 


peacefully to Rhodesia. But Kissinger and the U.S. 
will not be blamed. On the contrary, Washington, 
far from being in the middle, is on the fringes, as it 
should be given the lack of American national in- 
terest in southern Africa. 


If anything, Washington will get credit for 


finally moving Smith, off the dime. The Russians' 
certainly will be in poorer position to exploit anti- 
white feeling against the U.S. than they were in

What this says to me is that the Kissinger 


diplomacy is essentially a diplomacy of movement 


• He is good at turning sudden crisis to the advantage 
of the U.S. and the disadvantage of its adversaries 
- he is good at seizing openings. He did that with. 
China, in the Near East, in dealings with the allies 
and even in Vietnam. 


.But he is much less good at solving problems, 


nor is there always a helpful illy ready to cany the 
ball. When big commitments ere at stake, Ike 
absence of follow-through can have heavy cbftt. 
That is essentially the story of the debacle in Viet- 
nam. 


On the whole, however, the Kissinger legacy is 


a good position almost everywhere in the world — 
with respect to Russia, to China, to Europe and 
Japan, in the. Near East and even with the less- 
developed countries of the third world. The task of 
the next administration is to exploit these favorable 
positions in a way that fosters long-term 
settlements.

In 
Ulster's short-lived experiment in local coalition 
government, Hume was minister for commerce. 


The UlsterDefense League, the Protestant 


extremists, ended that exercise in non-power-sharing 
after only five months with a strike which the British 
silently supported: That was in 1974, and since then 
Hume, who got his start in politics as a civil rights ac- 
tivist in his native Deny, has been working to get 
negotiations going for another try. 


"The only thing that will work is a partnership 


between the two traditions," he says. "The IRA wants 
to unify the North and South by force, which is ob- 
viously a contradiction in terms. The Ulster Defense 
League demands a return to the status quo ante — no 
Catholics in the government and a restoration of the 
Northern Irish Parliament in Storraont. Both sides are 
committed to total victory, and 1,600 have died." 


The Irish question flitted across the U.S. political 


scene during the campaign. Jimmy Carter had a dis- 
astrous encounter with representatives of the pro-IRA 
Irish National Caucus in Pittsburgh. They issued a 
statement describing Carter as committed to 
reunification of Ireland. Carter had to repudiate it in 
cables to the Irish and English foreign ministers. 


What Carter could do as president, in Hume's opi- 


nion, would be to persuade the British to take a stand 
for negotiations.

money wagered on televised football 
games as on those that are not televised," 
Ritchie says "People like to watch a game 
and bet on it It doesn't mean that more 
people bet on football than numbers They 
are fewer and different — middle income 
to upper middle, even a smattering of the 
very affluent who bet huge sums Its 
almost a subculture in itself" 


It too, defies law enforcement by its size, 


and by society's contrary whims 


"We allow TV sportscasters to talk about 


the line (point spreads) on virtually every 
newscast," Ritchie says "\Ve publish in-

The law has eliminated the old wire

"It was in tne proximity of 


several other sticks of dynamite 
that could have been 
detonated," Hedges said "It 
was about two miles from the 
opening and at least several hun- 
dred feet below the surface." 


The sheriff said there have 


been several bomb threats at the

"The foreman's duty is to in-

General Motors Corp. will pay 


an estimated 1825 million (or 
hospital, medical, prescription 
drug and, dental expense 
coverage for its employes, 
retirees and their families this 
year. 


That's an average of about II,- 


600 for each of its 525,000 
employes. 


More fringe benefits for 


workers may come before the 
automaker hammers out all the 
details of national and local con- 
tracts with its'United Auto 
Workers employes. 


The company said it already 


pays more in health insurance 
benefits than it does to U.S. 
Steel, its biggest supplier of 
metal products. 


George Morris Jr., a GM in- 


dustrial relations manager, con- 
fesses that the magnitude of the 
health care cost crisis is beyond 
his comprehension. 


"I don't even know all the 


dimensions of the problem, let 
alone any sure-fire solutions," 
he said. 


The staggering cost of health 


insurance has had a devastating 
impact on the business com- 
munity, according to executives 
who attended last week's health 
care cost conference at the 
University of Chicago. Business 
'and industry will spend about 
$23 billion this year to finance 
health care. 


Toughest on Smallest 
A number of smaller firms 


who don't'have, the market 
power and assets of a General 
Motors have been forced to close 
up shop or lay off employes to 
counter the dizzying costs of 
fringe benefits. 


"Many businesses would pay 


higher salaries if they could trim 
their insurance costs," one steel 
company executive said. "And I 
can't deny that the consuming 
public picks up some of the tab 
for higher operating expenses. 
We have to raise our prices. 
Economists call it cost-push in- 
flation and it's a reality." 


John Perkins, president of 


Continental Illinois National 
Bank, represented business at 
the Blue Cross-Blue Shield spon- 
sored symposium last week in 
Chicago, and he painted a 
gloomy picture. 


"At Continental Bank,, from 


1971 through 1976, the cost of 
health insurance benefits will 
have increased more than 91% 
and has gone up faster than the 
cost of salaries and other 
benefits," he said. 


"We believe this is a fairly ac- 


curate reflection of what is 
happening to employers general- 
ly, and the growing public 
debate on the subject bears out 
mat conclusion." 


Perkins explained that five 


major Chicago banks — Con- 
tinental, First National, 
American National, Harris Trust 
and Northern Trust — have 
formed a task force to study the 
health-care cost crisis. 


He said the banks collectively 


employ 23,000 people and 
provide health insurance 
coverage for more than 45,000 
persons. He said their health in- 
surance premiums totaled 18.3 
million in 1975. In 1971, the 
premiums were $4.5 million. 


"We have had medical in- 


surance premiums increases of 
from 15 to 30% in the past two 
years," Perkins said. "Similar or 
larger rate increases seem to be 
in store for 1977 and 1978." 


Stakes Vast, Vital 
Employers, along with the 


government, are the principal 
consumers of health-cafe ser- 
vices and most of them realize 
that they must begin cooperating 
with their employes, the in- 
surance companies and the 
medical profession to bring 
down costs. The stakes are vast 
and vital.

- ' 


Perkins said business must 


"adopt the role of consumer ac- 
tivist in the health-care industry, 
complete 
with 
action 


" programs." He believes that if 


business fails to meet the 
challenge, the result will be a 
nationalized health system — an 
idea that stakes fear in the 
hearts of all good free enter- 
prisers. 


"There is no panacea," said 


Robert Froehlke, president of 
the Health Insurance Assn. of 
America. "But unless we begin 
solving our own problems, the 
government will do it for us, and 
that will cost even more 
money." 


North Texas Bad Check Capital 


Dallas (UPI) — Housewives, 


doctors, lawyers and students, 
the elderly and the middle aged, 
even accountants, people in all 
professions, of all ages and races 
pass bad checks. 


More than 17,400 per day are 


passed in north central Texas 
alone — averaging a total of 
more than f4 million per day. 


"I don't know why but we 


have one of the highest ratios in 
the nation of bad checks to 
good," said Larry Hill, the check 
clearing supervisor of the Dallas 
Federal Reserve Bank. 
, 


"I don't know if the banks are 


doing something to encourage it 
Or the merchants. Or maybe the 
people are just screwy here" 


In the Dallas region of the 


multistate Dallas Federal 
Reserve district more than 3S2 
million checks pass from the 
public to the merchants to the 


banks every year to pay debts 
totaling more than 1150 billion. 


According to Federal Reserve 


statistics, for every 1,000 checks 
written nationwide seven will 
bounce; but in the north central 
Texas area, for every 1,000 
checks written more than 14 will 
bounce — twice ..the national 
average. 


Although. Hill and other Fed 


officials aren't able to pinpoint 
why the Dallas area is subject to 
so much bad check writing, they 
do have ideas about it 


"A lot of banks are offering 


free checking services to attract 
iCustomers," Hill said. "By doing 
that they may be attracting a lot 
of small accounts. People who 
keep low .balances, who are 
more-likely to spend more than 
they actually have.'-' 


"Banks which require 


minimum balances of a couple 


of hundred dollars or so — then 
charge a couple of dollars if the 
balance goes below that — 
probably have less trouble with 
bad checks." 


C. J. Pickering, another Dallas 


Federal Reserve official, said 
merchants may be attracting 
more bad check writers through 
lenient check acceptance 
policies. 


"They may not ask for iden- 


tification from the check 
writer," Pickering said. "Or 
they may not ask for enough 
identification — or they may not 
look at it close enough when 
they do get it. 


Hill said the man in the street 


isn't the only one writing rubber 
checks.

Riverside, Calif. (UPI)-The 


problems of our cities — pollu- 
tion, crime, riots, planning, 
transportation — are bad but 
they could be worse. In the 
"good old days" for instance. 


Cities have changed and grown 


during the past century. The 
basic problems pretty much the 
same, according to Dr. Charles 
Adrian. But he believes things 
may be a little better now. 


Adrian, a political science 


professor at the University of 
California, Riverside, cites pollu- 
tion from automobiles as one 
example. It may be bad, he says 
but horses were horrible. 


"Horses were special 


problems. The amount of horse 
manure generated was really 
something terrific when cities 
were becoming quite large. 


"They didn't clean up very 


regularly and business men 
cleaned up in front of their own 
stores.

"People like to talk about the

SST making money on its thrice 
weekly flights between here and 
Europe? It depends on how is 
asked. 


British Airways says "yes," 


Air France says "no" and a U.S. 
competitor agrees with the 
French. 


Both British Airways and Air 


France, whose 
respective 


governments shared the $3- 
billion cost of Concorde, report 
their sleek jetliner rarely has 
many empty seats on its U.S. 
runs. 


Normally, this would mean 


profits. But Concorde is not a 
normal aircraft. 


For one-thing, it can carry 


only 100 passengers at twice the 
speed of sound. Hot, humid air 
reduces the thrust of its power- 
ful engines, which results in 
greater fuel consumption and a 
need to reduce the number of 
passengers. For that reason, 
some flights this summer could 
offer no more than 80 seats. 


Route Structure Not Set 
Also affecting costs is the fact 


that the route structure of the 
1,350-m.p.h. aircraft is far from 
set. In addition to London- 
Washington, British Airways 
flies to Bahrian, an island 
kingdom in the Persian Gulf. 
Bahrain is supposed to be a 
refueling point on a flight to 
Singapore and Melbourne. But 
approval for over flying India 
has not been granted yet, and 


Australian environmentalists op- 
pose Concorde because it is too 
noisy. The British also would 
like to fly to Tokyo and 
Johannesburg. 


Air France, which already has 


flights to Caracas and Rio de 
Janeiro, wants to serve Tokyo 
and Buenos Aires. 


But the biggest plum for both 


airlines is New York. A six- 
month ban imposed by the 
operators of John F. Kennedy 
International Airport to evaluate 
the impact of Concorde 
operations in Washington 
expires next week. 


Whatever a consultant's report 


says, Concorde's fate — and 
perhaps ultimate profitability — 
rests on the outcome of a suit 
brought by the airlines. On Jan. 
17, a federal court will hear their 
arguments on why 'Concorde 
should be allowed to land at 
Kennedy, where opponents say 
nearby residents are already suf- 
fering from excessive aircraft 
noise. 


ThrougTi Nov. 14, British 


Airways filled 94% of its 
available seats on -the London- 
Washington route. Since May 24, 
some 8,700 persons have paid 


$801 for a four-hour one-way trip 
that an ordinary jet flies in eight 
hours.

Making Money 
A spokesman for British 


Airways said in response to. an 
inquiry that the company was 
niakingmoneyon the U.S. opera- 
tion. He said the company 
breaks even on a flight when 60 
seats are filled. 


But we could provide no 


further details on costs, which 
he said would have to-await the 
company's annual report for the 
year ending March 31. 


Air France has projected all 


'i'ts Concorde operations would 
lose between $32 and ?34 million 
this year. An airlirie'spokesman 
.said the break-even point with 
normal utilization of'the Con- 
corde would be 65 seats per 
flight filled.'He reported that 
through October, 85 seats per 
flight were being sold. 


"We would be making money 


except that planes that sit on the 
ground don't make money," he 
said, a reference to planes that 
could be used on routes where 
approval has not been secured 
for the controversial aircraft.

petitors, preferring to remain 
unidentified, responded when 
asked for. his assessment of the 
plane's profitability:

Heartbeat irregularities — up 


to 400 times a night — also are 
part-of the syndrome, he said. 


"This means a person has 10 


million chances for his heart to 
stop during the year," Dement 
said. "We suspect that this 
happens many more times than 
the medical community realizes 
since the patient often has no 
history of heart trouble while 
awake and nothing shows up on 
autopsy.',' 


The onoy treatment, according 


to the doctor, is to implant a 


'valve in the person's windpipe, 
bypassing collapsed tissues of 
the upper airways. The v'alv.e is 
closed and the person breathes 
normally when awake. 
. 


"The patient himself usually is 


not aware of his snoring and 
breathing problems- while 
asleep, but his bed partner is 
very much aware of it," Dement 
told doctors attending the con- 
ference.

(The Blue Cross:Blue Shield 
Assn. recently has begun to pay 
for second-opinion fees in some 


cities, including New York.) 


Malpractice suits could be 


reduced, the doctors maintain, if 
the patient would.take a more 
active role in trying to avoid 
medical mismanagement.

Diagnosis 
Of GOP 
Is Mixed

There was a mixed diagnosis Saturday as 


Nebraska Republicans conducted a self- 
examination. 
• The party was pronounced healthy, dying 
and dead. 


"Every time I pick up a newspaper, I 


find the party I belong to not only is dying 
but is dead. Well, the Republican party 
isn't dead and isn't even seriously ill," 
Executive Director Lloyd Herbener 
declared. 


"The Republican party really is healthy. 


We lost two important races, indeed we 
did. But there simply isn't any truth to this 
business that the elephant is dead and 
ought to be buned " 


Gar Donnelson of Lincoln read the symp- 


toms more pessimistically: "Sure the party 
is alive and well — for a brontosaurus" 


He said the party would be just as extinct 


as the prehistoric elephant unless it adapts. 


"To say (as Donnelson had) that never in 


our lifetime will there be a Republican 
majority in Congress again is, in all hones- 
ty, hogwash," Herbener said. 


Sharpest Exchange 
The Herbener-Donnelson exchange was 


the sharpest during the GOP group therapy 
session (officially a meeting of the state 
central committee) at the Radisson 
Cornhusker Hotel. But their comments 
were typical of the variety of reactions to 
theNov 2 loss of a Senate seat and a House 
seat. 


There may have been dissenters from 


Donnelson's gloomy diagnosis, but a 
remedy he prescribed — formation of an 
issues steering committee — was accepted 
without a negative vote 


Donnelson, as-did Herbener, blamed the 


press for much of the party's troubles. 
"The Republican party could put out a 
news release that the world is going to end 
tomorrow and not get better than Page 
20," he said 


But he contended that a committee, sup- 


ported by a, part-time staffer in the state 
headquarters, could help overcome the in- 
formation difficulty by researching issues, 
briefing candidates and encouraging them 
to disseminate'GOP positions. 


Donnelson said a particular target of the 


issue effort should be Gov. J. J. Exon 


'Media Reluctant* 
"Many of the people employed in the 


Nebraska news media think the governor is 
doing an acceptable job of administering 
the state and are. reluctant to do in- 
\estigative reporting on the record 


"Republican party attacks on the state's 


administration are interpreted as knee-jerk 
-eactions made merely because the gover- 
nor is a Democrat," Donnelson said 


Webb McNally said that (the fact Exon is 


a Democrat) is a good enough reason to 
keep the pressure on the governor. 
Alluding'to the fact that some Republicans 
have preferred treating Eson softly 
because he has taken a conservative stance. 
McNally said, "Good or bad, he hurts the 
Republican ticket" 


State Sen Douglas Bereuter of Utica, 


referring particularly to Democrat Edward 
Zorinsky, the U S senator-elect, was 
applauded when he said the state must stop 
sending "pseudo-Republicans" to 
Washington 


"There will be no future for the 


Republican party if Democrats are sent out 
of a state like this," Bereuter said 


Strengthening Sought 
In addition to adopting Donnelson's 


proposal for an issues committee, the cen- 
tral committee accepted a recommenda- 
tion by Hal Daub of Omaha, Douglas Coun- 
ty GOP chairman, for strengthening county 
organizations. 


Daub said an association of county 


chairmen should be formed and that cen- 
tral committee members should lose their 
state standing unless they demonstrate ac- 
tivity on the county level The party must 
grow from the bottom up, he said 


A proposal that a public relations person 


be added to the state headquarters staff 
was endorsed by the state executive com- 
mittee but won't be debated formally until 
a January meeting in Hastings/ 


There were a couple of comments about 


it. however. Donnelson said it is a good 
idea if the public relations thrust is based 
on issues, "but it is a lousy proposal if 
we're talking about some back-slapping, 
lunch-buyin PR man."

1976 Honor Farm Family Title 
To Harold Brugmans of Douglas

The Harold Brugman family of Douglas 


is the 32nd Nebraska Honor Farm Family 
selected by The Sunday Journal and Star. 


Harold Brugman and Ardys Hunt grew 


up in the community and knew each other 
well as children, so there is no story of a 
romantic first meeting to tell their 
children. 


Their farming operation is a nuts and 


bolts affair lacking expensive facilities or 
spectacular achievements It is run entirely 
on family labor, home-grown grains and 
Guernsey dairy cattle 


The family is gradually switching to a 


hog and beef operation because son Terry 
isn't interested in becoming a dairyman 
However, that herd of golden Guernseys 
played a role in family affairs well before 
the wedding. 


•'One of my first memories is standing on 


the running board of Dad's car as we 
delivered milk in town," Mrs. Brugman 
recalled "I would run to the houses with 
full bottles of milk and bring the empty 
ones back to the car " 


Started in '67 
Harold started farming as a bachelor in 


1947 and raised a few chickens. Later that 
year, he married schoolteacher Ardys and 
took her to a farmhouse lacking electricity, 
running water and central beat 


The Brugmans still have kerosene lamps, 


but Harold doesn't regard those good old 
days as all that good. "Mother loves an- 
tiques, but to me they are just a reminder 
of a way of Me I don't miss one bit," he 
said. 


The farming operation was tiny at first: 


300 chickens, two milk cows and three head 
of beef cattle 


The farm equipment was all two-row 


machinery, much of it made over from 
horse-drawn equipment The power unit 
was a 1937 John Deere B that already bad 
endured 10 years of hard service. 
~~ 


Borrowed Money 
That beginning was financed 


with borrowed money, and so was the fur- 
niture for their modest home "We had 
borrowed money, a lot of optimism and our

Guernsey cows, but that was about all," 
said Mrs". Brugman. 


In 1952, they moved to their dream farm, 


complete with a water-pressure system. 
They also took the only vacation they have 
ever had: they went to Minnesota tc select 
four Guernsey cows to start their 
registered dairy herd. 


The three children, Moya (now Mrs. 


Greg Peters of DeWitt), Vieta and Terry 
have won boxes of trophies, ribbons and 
medals with Guernsey calves and cows 
they have exhibited at fairs. Vicki has just 
ended her reign as national Guernsey 
queen. 


As the youngsters won honors aplenty, 


they also learned to work. A back injury 
put Harold in bed Neighbors carried him 
out of the house during a flash flood in July 
1938. The next day. they were back to help 
dean up the mud and mess. 


Adjustments Made 
The back injury forced the family to 


adapt its haying operation to the physical 
ability of Mom and the children. 


"We got a bailer with a thrower on it 


made the bales as small as possible, and we 
all handled the hay. Dad bailed it Victi 
and I unloaded it with help from Mom. and 
Terry hauled it in just as soon as he was big 
enough to drive a tractor." said Moya. 


The children have grown up. Moya is a 


mother, a dietetic consultant to several 
southeast Nebraska hospitals and in- 
stitutions and a farmer with husband Greg, 
Vicki is interning as a dietitian in Cincin- 
nati, and Terry has entered a farming 
partnership with his dad. 


The two-row machinery gave way to 


homemade four-row equipment and later 
to six-row equipment as the farm grew 
from 320 acres to nearly 1,000. Their crops 
are marketed through dairy cattle, beef 
cattle and hogs. 


Workshop Is School 
The family workshop holds parts of a 


new hog house that will be added to the 
eight other new building they have, con- 
structed on the home farm. 


The workshop also is a school for area 4- 


H youngsters learning to weld and acquire 
other skills Both Mr. and Mrs Brugman 
ha\e long careers as 4-H leaders, PTA 
members and a long list of other communi- 
ty activities. 


The United Methodist Church in Douglas 


has played an important role in the family's 
life. Mr. and Mrs. Brugman sing in the 
choir, served on the building committee 
and haie held other jobs, from teaching 
Sunday school to cooking for fund-raising • 
dinners. 


"You can always teE when the last 
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customer for the dinner is in," said Mrs. 
Brugman. "It is the five dairy farmers in 
the church, who are always last because 
they have to do chores before they can 
come 


"They Were Worth If 
"Those dairy cows made us late 


sometimes, take seven days a week to care 
for, but they also helped pay the cost of 
putting all three tads through college, and 
all three got to go to Europe with the 4-H 
people-to-people tour, so I guess they were 
worht it after alL" 


All this work apparently didn't bother 


the chidren too much. Writes one: ''I was 
brought up in a home surrounded by love 
— of God, nature and other human 
beings" 


Mrs. Brugman describes a farm as "a 


good place to raise children, a place where 
the whole family works and plays together, 
a place where they become closer to one 
another, to nature and to God. It's a place 


• to learn tolielp your friends and neighbors 
in time of need, but sometimes it is a little 
like going up a down escalator."

Med Unit 
Trimmed 
$5 Million

Slapping back at charges by Gov. J. J. 


Exon that they value new buildings ahead 
of $19 million in needed maintenance 
money, the University of Nebraska Board 
of Regents voted Saturday to tnm |5 
million from a proposed $15 million car- 
diovascular center. 


They said Exon himself and the 


Legislature have been the roadblocks in 
past efforts to make maintenance a top 
priority. 


In telegrams to the regents Friday, Exon 


noted that $19.1 million of the $30 million 
worth of deferred state maintenance needs 
identified by a legislative committee was at 
NU. The regents, Exon said, asked for new 
building funds instead of maintenance 
money. 


$1.4 Million Less 
The board saw plant science construction 


bids come in $1.4 million less than 
expected It wants to use that money to add 
more space and buy equipment for the 
building now rather than later. 


Exon said the "surplus" should be used 


instead for maintenance. 


Regent Kermit Wagner noted that 


maintenance money has been given top 
construction fund priority in previous years 
but has not been appropriated Thisyear.it 
is fifth priority. 


"What difference does it make?" Wagner 


asked, suggesting the University will not 
get the maintenance funds 


NU President D. B. Varner suggested 


that since the board knows Exon is now in- 
terested in maintenance, that category 
should be high priority in another year 


The Lincoln campus alone has received 


only about $500,000 each of the past two 
years for deferred maintenance of 
buildings, reports to the regents indicate. 


$3 Million Wanted 


In addition to reaffirming its interest 


in maintenance and in using the $14 
million left over from architects' estimates 
for plant sciences work rather than 
maintenance, the board voted to seek $3 
million or more for deferred repairs and 
fire safety work on the three NU campuses 
from federal funds designed to help areas 
in which there is high unemployment. 


The University already is seeking $3.5 


million in federal aid for an Omaha health 
and physical education building. 


The cardiovascular unit at the Medical 


_ Center, proposed to the Legislature this 
year but given no funds, had a price tag of 
$15 million. Some planning has been done 
by the existing staff, NU officials said, not 
bv borrowing from other building funds 


Regents Kermit Hansen of Omaha and 


Robert Raun of Minden proposed a cost 
cut of at least one-third to $10 million — if 
the center can be built for that. Varner 
agreed the original cost estimate may be 
too high. 


The board voted to have the staff resub- 


mit the plan by December or January, 
when it is hoped the lower figure can be 
sent to the Legislature. 


Children's 
Hospital 
Move Nixed 


The University of Nebraska Board of 


Regents Saturday voted not to support a 
bid to move 100-bed Children's Hospital 
from the Medical Center campus in Omaha 
to a proposed new facility shared with 
Methodist Hospital 


NU is against the move because of the 


damage it would do to the Medical Center 
training program, President D.B. Vamer 
said, not because the University wants a 
hand in Omaha hospital policy. 


The regents' action was opposed by DrT 


Charles McLaughlin Jr.. senior surgery 
consultant at the Medical Center, and 
Nebraska Methodist Hospital staff head 
Dr. Hal Mardis. who is also on the Medical 
Center staff. 


Cooperation Possible 
Removal of Children's Hospital to 


Methodist, the two doctors said, actually 
•would improve training at the Medical 
Center and offer better facilities. Dean 
Pern' Rigby of the Medical Center said the 
possibilities of cooperation among the

Relail beef prices could reach a new 


yearly average high in 1977, but it won't 
produce overwhelming profits for finan- 
cially distressed cattle feeders. 


"We recognize that 11.49 is a new record 


average price for choice beef over a fan 
j-ear, but the increase is only a dime. With 
the current price spread between the farm 
and the grocery cart, cattte prices coald in- 
crease some without increasing retail 
prices,"' said Bffl Jones, a consultant with 
the National Association of Livestock 
Feeders in Omaha. 


The $1.49 price for a pound of choke 


beef came out of a U. S. Department of 
Agriculture farm outlook conference tint 
pegged 1977 cattle prices at Omaha to 
average H3 to US per 100 pom* of ft* 
choice-grade steer!! 


"llrra is are about a din* from la* year 


and would be a new record average retail 
price of the entire year," Jonei said, 
"Modi of the increase result* from in- 
creased labor costs and fringe benefits for 
labor. Over 50% of the cost of marketing 
meat is in labor.'" 


At current feed prices, Jones said, 


cattlemen should make a little money, but 
he pointed out that feeder cattle and much 
of the feed stocks were purchased at prices 
higher than today's. "We would say that ve 
need prices in the mid-Ms just to break 
even on most feeder cattle," be sail 


Dr. A3 Wellman, extension economist at 


the University of Nebraska, noted flat the 
price increase "is only a dime. I guess 
feeders could more into some profitable 
areas in the second quarter of the year, 
depending on tbeir costs. 


"Often, bigber prices for fat cattle end 


up in increased feeder cattle prices. Right 
DOW, it would appear that feed prica win 
be tow, but Jbe grain outlook ndkata flat 
feed prices may be bottoming oat, too."

and encouraged residents by 
showing that they can beat City 
Hall. 


The zoning problems continue, 


however, and the hassles of too 
many apartments, too many cars 
parking on streets and not 
enough open space still plague 


• the Near South community. And 


• the , organization continues to 


fightagamst and in some cases 
work with, City Hall. 


Anne Brookes, association 


president, said the problems 
cannot be isolated easily. "You 
can't section them out (from the 


, rest of the city)," she explained. 


"Density and parking are 
problems, but without the 
cooperation 
from other 


neighborhoods and the city, we 
can't do anything about them."

Bordered by 13th and A Sts. on 


the west and east and by G and 
South Sts. on the north and 
south, the neighborhood's 
proximity to downtown and to 
college campuses makes it an at- 
tractive location for apartments.

According to Carl Kopines, the 


city's housing administrator, the 
Near South Neighborhood has 
the highest incidence of 
apartment-conversions from 
single-family homes in the city. 
" Contractors also are fond of 
buying deteriorating or border- 
line houses in the area, razing 


them and building four-plexei 
and apartment buildings. 


Multtfamlly Dwelling* 
All of the 
neighborhood, 


except the southeast comer, ii 
zoned for multifamily dwellings. 
And in the last few yean apart- 
ment buildings and conversions 
have sprouted. 


The neighborhood organiza- 


tion has responded to the in- 
creasing density in various ways. 
A recent project is the creation 
of the Lincoln Neighborhood 
Preservation Corp. 


Headed by John Taylor, vice 


president of the neighborhood 
association, the corporation has 
been urging the city to provide 
funds to purchase single family 
homes for restoration. The plan 
is aimed 'at preventing the 
houses from being bought by 
developers who would tear them 
down and put up apartments. 


The corporation, which also is 


seeking money from private per- 
sons, is "tenuous" because of its 
troubles with raising funds, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Brookes. 


In relation to other areas of 


the city, the neighborhood's con- 
dition is not a problem. The 
Near South Neighborhood is in 
"pretty good shape as we see it," 
George Chick, director of the 
city's Urban Development 
Dept., said. 


The department will approach 


the neighborhood with a plan for 
preservation and conservation 
rather than redevelopment, 
Chick said. His staff is conduc- 
ting a study of the area to deter- 
mine its needs. 


Not Far Enough Gone 
"We have a good housing 


stock," Mrs. Brookes agreed. 
"But that's the problem. We're 
not far enough gone for anybody 
to care. We like what we are, but 
we're far-sighted enough to see

Power Interests Mixed 


Nebraska's public power industry will present anything but 


a united front to the Legislature if a bill on territorial integrity 
of utility service areas is introduced in 1977. 


Rural utilities plan to submit such legislation. They hope it 


will show, if not stop, encroachment on rural service areas by 
municipalities. 


As state law and court decisions now stand, the munys have 


the upper hand if they decide to expand into territory serviced 
by rural utilities. 


The rurals have drafted legislation that would put both in- 


terests on an even basis. The munys have countered with draft 
legislation that would give cities the absolute right to take over 
rural territory whenever they wanted. 


• 
Because of the mix of interests among various segments of 


the power industry, reaction to the proposed bills vary. Some 
like one, some like neither. 


In an attempt to avoid a legislative bloodletting, the 


Nebraska Power Industry Committee, a voluntary group 
representing all segments of the power industry, formed a com- 
mittee to try to negotiate a compromise. 


Few industry spokesmen are optimistic the committee will 


have much success. 


Gate Cut in Fence 
The State Roads Dept. apparently has been in violation of 


federal regulations governing access to the Interstate Highway 
on a segment of 1-80 in Sarpy County for several years. 


Just east of the Platte River bridge in Sarpy County, the 


Roads Dept. cut a gate in the fence along the Interstate to 
provide access to river bottomland on the north side of the 
highway. 


The reason, said Roads Dept. officials, is for access to per- 


form maintenance work to avoid possible flood damage such as 
occurred in 1966. 


Federal regulations prohibit such access to Interstate 


Highways without a permit. Violation of that regulation can cost 
a state its federal-aid highway funds, which for Nebraska 
amount to some $50 million a year. 


Someone has also been using the river bottomland owned 


by the Roads Dept, and graded by the agency, for hunting. 
Roads Dept. officials said they were unaware of such un- 
authorized use of state land. 


Water Prime Topic 
It's been a long time coming, but the Nebraska Legislature 


is apparently headed for many future sessions where a prime 
topic will be water. 


: Recent publicity on water problems.— such as quantity, 


availability and priority of use — might lead some to believe it's 
suddenly been discovered there's a problem. 


;J-But the experts have'known for years. Taxpayers have 


financed[more than one study — some gathering dust on shelves 
— that outline the complex problems and:many alternates for 
possible solutions. 
. 


'• The problem, to date, has been getting the public, and 


therefore the Legislature, sufficiently, interested to tackle the 
state's many existing and potential water problems. 


•That public interest apparently has been roused. And the 


Legislature is in for a long haul.

State Paper Flow 
Said Hard to Stop 


The stream of paperwork 


flowing from state agencies can- 
not easily be dammed, said Lt 
Gov. Gerald Whelan, who heads 
the State Paperwork Advisory 
Committee. 


"We can't do away with it with 


a half dozen executive orders," 
Whelan said. Many of the forms, 
questionaires and information 
requests from state agencies to 
Nebraskans are a result of 
federal requirements, Whelan 
said. 


Wneland said the committee 


will draft a final report urging 
agencies to take more care in in- 
suring that the forms are simpler 
and do not ask for unnecessary 
information. 


Tee committee has considered 


putting a new agency in charge 
of all forms. This approach has 
an element of government 
reorganization in it, Whelan said, 
because control of forms can be 
a ven? powerful authority. 
* 


"We get into tie pickle patch 


problem," Whelan sad. Agen- 
cies are reluctant to have 
someone else overseeing all their 
actions, he said. 


The greatest problem •with 


paperwork, Whelan said, is the 
reams of documents the public 
seldom sees. The internal 
gorennnent paper output may 
be curbed if committee 
suggestions are followed, he 
said. 


"Tbe worst example is ibe an- 


imal report," Wheian said. An- 
nual reports are required of wr- 
tuaHy every agency. Whelan said 
that statutory requirement does 
not mean numerous copies most 
be drafted. It also is on- 


necessary for them to be printed 
on expensive paper and bound, 
he said. 


Whelan said he saw no reason 


why each agency report carries a 
gratuitous letter of transmittal 
to the governor, a picture of the 
governor and, often, a picture of 
the director. 


The % annual report should 


simply be a typed, unbound 
report sent to the governor's of- 
fice and the Legislature, Whelan 
said. Although there may be 
complaints that these documents 
are not given wide public dis- 
closure, Whelan said all the in- 
formation should remain 
accessable on request

A homemade Christmas wreath can add a 


•'•'noel-egant" touch to your home this holiday 
season.

With materials easily obtained from in-and 


around the home, a variety of festive wreaths can 
be crafted. 


Pinecone wreaths always have been popular 


for the Christmas season, according to Elizabeth 
Sommer, a craft teacher with Southeast Com- 
"munity College 
" , 


She prefers White Pine cones to make her 


wreaths. That type of tree is' abundant in Lincoln 
and she usually has no trouble finding enough 
cones to fill a wreath form. 


Mrs. Sommer says it takes about 150 cones to 


fill a 16-inch diameter wreath. The cones should 
be soaked in warm water to destroy insect life 
and to remove dust and debris. The washing also 
will cause the cones to close. White in this closed 
state, the cones should be arranged in a wire 
frame, which is available at local nurseries or 
florists. 
., Working on a flat surface, the cones should 
be inserted into each section of the frame, star- 
ting on the'outside and then filling in the middle, 
until the sections are packed tightly. 
: The wreath should be left flat until the cones 
have dried completely. As the cones dry, they .ex- 
pand and interlock so they stay in place. 
" Once dry, Mrs. Sommer says the wreath can 
be garnished with Christinas ribbons, dried cot- 


tohwbod which has been picked and then hung to 
dry or dried flowers. 


The Lancaster County extension office also 


suggests adding natural decorations such as 
acorns, sycamore balls, yucca pods, prickly jimp- 
somveed burr, milkweed pods, horse chestnut, 
rose hips and milo. 
•••'" 


-.-. Following a New England custom, a kitchen 
herb wreath, or friendship wreath, can; be 
designed for a special holiday touch. The wreath 
is made of grapevines that have been cut while, 
green and entwined and tied into a circular form. 
These are then left to dry. 


Once dried, a covering of dried artemisia 


(wormwood) is entwined over the vines and the 
wreath is decorated with festive and practical 
items.

Mrs. Sommer suggested using dried red 


peppers as well as bundles of cinnamon sticks, 
basil, rosemary—any herb that can be used later. 


The herbs are fixed so that after the wreath is 


hung, the herbs can be detached and used at will 


In the Comhusker State, what would be more 


appropriate than a Cornhusk Christmas wreath? 


Comhusks should be picked and placed in 


warm water, then cut into six-inch pieces. 


While wet each six-inch piece is doubled 


with a wire tying the ends together. Each wired 
piece is then stuck into a plastic foam form. As 
'the comhusks dry they fill out into bow half 
shapes.

Christmas ribbons or glycerin-treated fern 


add a festive touch to the natural-colored wreath. 


Mrs. Sommer advises that to keep fresh cut 


•items for use fora wreath.'they should be treated 
with a one-third glycerin, two-thirds warm water 
solution. The items should be soaked in the solu- 
tion for several days. 
- 
: 


* j . Evergreens may be kept fresh for a season in 
this way. However, Mrs. Sommer advises that it is 
more practical to add a fresh evergreen 
-background each year. 


A straw frame ring, which also is available at 


local craft stores and florists, can be an attractive 
background on which to arrange Christmas 
decorations, bows or dried flowers. 


Patchwork items have become popular items 


lately and patchwork wreaths are no exception. 


- According to Esther Wyant, Lancaster Coun- 


ty extension agent, two-inch squares of material 
can be used to make an attractive braided 
patchwork wreath. 


For each of. three sections of the braid, two 


rows of 26 two-inch sections of material are used. 
These are sewn together and then stuffed with 
polyester or cotton quilt batting. Old nylon 
stocking also can be used. 


Each of the three patchwork tubes are then 


braided together and sewn by hand where the, 
ends meet A large bow covers the ends of the 
braid. 
. . . . . . 


Similarly, patches of material can be sewn 


together and stuffed for a single-section wreath. 


The county'extension office also supplied 


these suggestions for other holiday wreaths: 


Wrtath Dough 


Mix one cup salt with Vh cups water then 


add four cups flour. Knead this mixture five 
to 10 minutes. Cover a pan with foil and then 
put in the dough, cut into either strips and 
braided or in cut-out forms. Glaze with one 
egg and one tablespoon water and brush 
before baking one hour at 325 degrees. 


.Once baked, spray with satin varnish. 


Cutouts can be hung with bows over an 


evergreen background. 


A braided loaf of bread, varnished to keep 


pesky animals away makes a nice door decoration 
wreath when centered on magnolia leaves'and 
garnished with a Christmas bow. 


• Scraps of adding machine tape can be 


utilized for an office wreath. The base can be 
made from corrugated cardboard 14 inches in 
diameter and two inches wide. 


To cover a base this size. 65 eight-inch strips 


of the machine tape are needed. 


Roll one end of each strip into a ring about 


one inch in diameter and glue or staple it in place. 
.Overlap and glue the the unrolled ends of the 
strips around the base, with rolled ends facing the 
same way and extending beyond the base. Inside 
this row glue a second row with the straight ends 
extending beyond the inside of the base. 


• Use the holiday spirit and incorporate 


other household items into festive wreaths. 
'Wreaths can even be fashioned from pop cans, 
plastic bags and even the plastic rings around 
beer or pop six packs.

Clyde Card's.hobbies are raising Afghan 


dogs, Arabian horses, and dwarf fruit trees, 
cooking, canning, gardening and girls — 
not necessarily in that order. 


He smiles when he adds girls to the list 


but he's only half kidding. In addition to a 
bunch of "nieces" in a bunch of states, 
Card meets at least as many horses and 
their owners as he and his 25 Arabians con- 
tinue to add to the collection of ribbons and 
trophies that literally fill one room of his 
house (not to mention the three bushel 
baskets of additional ribbons in the 
basement). 


An equally impressive collection of 125 


quarts of food he has canned line his 
kitchen cupboards, including quarts of 
chicken soup, whole new potatoes and 
canned meat. 


People drive for miles (they have to since 


he lives by Branched Oak Lake) for a meal 
of his "simple peasant food," a typical 


menu of which includes steak, the best 
sweet corn around (in his modest es- 
timation), and New Jersey Sweets (a cross 
between a white potato and a sweet potato 
and better than both, in his modest es- 
timation). 


When Card is not busy with all of his 


hobbies, he is chairman of the board of 
State Securities. 


He is living proof that you can take the 


boy off the ranch but you can't take the 
ranch out of the.boy because he'd much 
rather talk about what he does in the coun- 
try than what he does in the city. 


Success Formula 
But he will tell you that he was 


successful in ranching because he listened 
to his father's advice: "Do the work of 
three men yourself" and he was successful 
in business because "I listen more than I 
talk. I never learn anything when I'm/ 
talking." . 
' 


On his way to being chairman of the 


board, Card did a lot of other things — 


ranching, blacksmithing, boxing, owner of 
a wholesale fruit and vegetable business, 
jig maker for truck boxes for PatriotBody 
Manufacturer and farm manager for the 
predecessor of State Securities and his 
father's business, the Card-Adams Co. 


It was while he was studying genetics at 


the University of Nebraska Department of 
Agriculture that he learned 'about 
blacksmithing and became an assistant in- 
structor. He still uses his forge. 


It was also while he was in school that he 


worked summers on a ranch, breaking 
horses and stacking hay for $1 a day, board 
and lodging, and spent, the weekends 
boxing. "There used to be fights in those 
little towns. The winner got ?50 and the 
loser got nothing. I boxed under an 
assumed name and never lost a fight," he 
recalled, with a smile. 


When he began ranching in 1935 near 


Haigler, he milked 22 cows by hand mor- 
ning and night. "My neighbors used to 
laugh at me and said I wasn't getting paid 
much per hour but those cows paid pur

grocery bill, the hired man's salary and the 
operation of the ranch." 
• 


When he had to sell his ranch because his 


wife had a nervous breakdown while he 
was in the trained infantry in World War II, 
"most of my neighbors went bankrupt but I 
came out $20,000 In the clear." 


Lowest Position 
From the position of farm manager in 


the Card-Adams Co., "at that time con- 
sidered the lowest position," he built 
houses for the Card-Adams Co. and in 1957 
was elected president of State Securities 
Co. 
,

' 


As chairman of the board, he also has the 


unique title of director of personnel. That's 
because, he says, "I get along with 
people." 


During the time he was president of 


State Securities, the company got a 
provisional charter for City National Bank, 
built the bank "into a pretty good bank" 
and sold it 10 years later. 


"Our business had had phenomenal 


growth and we will have our 50th anniver- 
sary in April," he noted. 
-He assesses the general state of the 


..economy as "very good." 


Likewise, "next year is going to be a 


good year, not as good as '67 but close to 
it." 


What will follow, in Card's opinion, is not 


so good. "The president-elect has already 
said he's going to cut the interest rate on 
government bonds. He's probably going to 
cut them 1%. He also says he's going to 
stop inflation and increase employment. 
Those things do not go hand in hand — they 
oppose each other." 


Recession Ahead 
Card predicts that interest rates will be 


raised and as a result "by 1980 we will have 
a pretty good recession." 


Card becomes much more positive when 


he switches back to his favorite subject, 
horses. 


"I've been interested in horses since I 


was five and I was. 65 last October," he 
said. Eight years ago be switched from 
Morgans to Arabians and this year alone 
has won three reserve championships in 
Class A shows. One of his stallions, Buszel, 
a Polish horse imported by movie producer 
Mike Nichols, is eligible for the nationals 
this year. Most of his mares are daughters 
or granddaughters of national champions 


When he's not working with his horses, 


he's plowing the garden, building fence, 
hauling hay, caring for the 800 trees he's 
planted and making plans for planting 
more in the ditch beside his house. 


It is, he says, "a tiing. of beauty." 
Card is past president of the Lincoln

. : "Sometimes,it just takes being in the right 
place at the right time," added Paul Weckle, a 
pastor who has served with the Panhandle Men- 
tal Health Center, Scottsbluff.

the primary focus of ministry, said Paolini. "If

minister and college teacher had rounded up 
enough personal resources to come to Lincoln 
for a year's training. 


"In the beginning it was hard for me," 


reports Lazaro, who speaks fluent English and 
describes himself as a person at home with 
ideas. "Being a chaplain is not all intellect," he 
explained, "but dealing with feelings." 


Lazaro said an effective chaplain is sen- 


sitive not only to the patient's feelings but also 
to his own, and "when a person reveals himself, 
when he begins to be open and honest, he's 
going to get caught"

criticism of your responses to patients and

Nor does criticism get easier with time. 


"You feel you should be getting better and 
other people's powers of observation become 
sharper."

Lazaro said his CPE training makes him 


more appreciative of life, of himself. "It 
strengthens "me as a person . . . especially 
talking to people who are suffering or dying. 
Many things are hard to understand; yet we are 
, there to understand." 


"Many people bargain with God. I can un- 


derstand that." . • 


He can^ilso understand being rejected by 


patients. They can't reject the doctors, nurses or 
technicians, he said. In fact, one of the few 
powers patients still possess may be in their 
relationship to the chaplain.

"With work I don't have any problems," 


said Lazaro. "The only problem I have now is 
not being with my family."

needlepoint not only is alive and well in 
France, but it also is becoming more pop- 
ular in this nation and around the world. 


Prance's renowned Gobelin, Beauvais 


and A'ubusson tapestry firms still turn but 
wall hangings. Now, after an eclipse of two 
decades, more and more French are taking 
up needlepoint themselves to cover their, 
chairs with reproductions of the old', 
deisigns. 


This resurgence has created a new star in ;< 


Paris: Madeleine Jarry, one of France's 
foremost experts on chairs in general and 
chair needlepoint, rugs and wall tapestries 
in particular. 


Her new book, "Period Needlepoint for 


Antique Furniture", has been popular in 
France. An English translation was recent- 
ly published by William Morrow in New 
York City. This and other books and her 
reputation as an art historian have made 


her a celebrity on the lecture circuit. 


"I travel a lot now to lecture on 


tapestries and needlepoint," said < Mrs. 
Jarry briskly, in her office. "I leave soon 
for Switzerland to speak on furniture and 
tapestry at the society of friends of the 
Chateaux at Versailles. Then I fly to San 
Francisco to speak on tapestry at the 
Young Museum and the Legion of Honor 
Palace.

"In Japan after my,lectures, I visited 


textile houses where they make French and 
other European tapestries." 


Mrs. Jarry is .chief inspector of the 


National Furniture Collection and of the 
National Tapestry Factories, a position the 
French government created just for her. 


She studied art history in the 1930s 


' without any notion of working. After a 


divorce, "I decided to find a profession." 


To Mrs. Jarry, needlework stitched on 


canvas "is unquestionably more cap- 
tivating" than woven tapestry. She feels 
the resulting fabric is "more alive and 
more responsive to light than the regular 
; surface" produced by the weavers of 


tapestries.

cord in a narrow width can be 
purchased by the yard at sewing 
centers.

Sew down the cord 
securely. Stems and curlicues 
are cord.

second annual conference on 
Rural America held here earlier 
this week. 


McRaith. on the staff of the 


National Catholic Rural Life 
conference, was a highly visible 
and verbal participant 


Baptist, Society of Friends, • 


Mennonite and United. 
Methodist churches were also 
represented — many from com- 
missions, committees or task 
forces that deal with rural 
issues. 
^Should the church be involved 
itgsjich political activities? 
'•"That's like asking whether or 
not we should breathe," Byron 
Eee White, Berry, Ala., said. 
*In a workshop on the abuses of 
eminent domain, White 
explained how the members-of 
the 11-church rural parish he 
saves bucked special interest 
groups trying to get the land con- 
demned for mining purposes. 
^Witli the support of the board 
of missions of the United 
Methodist church in Alabama, 
White developed a plan where 
members of his congregation can 
sell or lease their property to the 
cliufch when mines threaten to 
take it from them. 


•'Ownership of church proper- 


ty takes precedence over emi- 
nent domain," White said. "We 
leased one member's home and 
heid a prayer meeting there. 
That makes it a church," he said. 
"Nobody wants to take on the 
United Methodist church in a 
court case. We've never lost a 
ease in 200 years," White said. 


Another United Methodist 


minister from Manon, Iowa, the 
Reverend Gene Crossett, Jr., 
said the church has a respon- 
sibility to bring a moral thrust 
into political issues. 


Politics is inside as well as out- 


side the church. It's not as if we 
can jescape it, Crossett said. 


"What we have been talking 


about is the right use of the land. 
That is all about a sense of 
stewardship. If .the church has 
nothing 
to " say 
about 


stewardship,, what can it speak 
to?'" Crossett asked. 


McRaith said a case of 


divergent political interests in 
one parish is no~excuse for the 
spiritual leader to abdicate his 
responsibility. 


That, responsibility is a con- 


tinuing search for justice As 
long as a priest or ministethelps 
people center on issues instead 
of personalities, he can be a 
reconciler as well as a justice 
seeker even though one segment 
or the other may have to make 
great sacrifices in the interest of 
that justice, McRaith said. 


"Land use is a good example 


of where the church ought to be 
making its voice heard. It is real- 
ly a moral issue," he said.

Rooting Out Hunger, Overpopulation 
Women's Liberation Could Be "Short Cut'

Harold Penner says women's 


liberation could be a short cut to 
rooting out hunger and over- 
pBjialation in the world. 
-A-native of Beatrice and a 
graduate of the University of 
iSEBSska-Lincoln. Penner is ad- 
mjtrjstrative assistant to the 
national director of CROP, the 
cownunity fund-raising arm of 
Church World Service. 


He said in an interview 


between speaking engagements 
this week that poor women in 
developing countries need to see 
possbilties in life other than 
cMJdbearing. Once they do, pop- 
ulation growth slows. 
rifistoiically. churches working 
in India. Africa or South 
America with the poorest of the 
poor concentrated on men, said 
Penner. They came out to the 
meetings. "Mom was at borne — 
pregnant or nursing a baby. 
cooking the meals or working in 
the fields."

ZPeaiier said discovering

Mother-care centers feecome 
fimUy" education centers on 
attrition, hygiene and planned 


And more money means more 
food. 


"Bangladesh has had three 


rices harvests in one year," he 
reported. "The poor still 
couldn't afford the rice." 


Yet dumping cash into such a 


situation is dangerous, he 
cautioned, because that drives 
prices up. causing unwanted in- 
flation. 


He said CROP-sponsored 


work projects use non- 
inflationary wages, such as 
beans, flour or clothing. Clothes 
make especially good wages, he 
added, because'in-altering the 
clothes, women learn sewing 
skills at mother-care centers. 


"It would be naive to say the 


important work of CROP will 
turn the (third world) situation 
around." admitted Penner. 


Church Groups Catalysts 
Church groups, he said, work 


mainly as catalysis, developing 
pilot projects which, ii 
successful, are taken over by 
governments. 


CROP raised $7 million in 


cash, food and clothing in 1973, 
said Penner. He expects 1976 
receipts to equal that figure. "In 
addition, we're exploring the 
matter of CROP becoming an 
educational organization, a 
bridge-builder between the 
haves- and the have nots. 


"East less food, eat lower on 


the food chain, push car pools 
and public transportation, do 
alternate kinds of things for 
Christmas," he advised. "Take 
the money saved and chanel it to 


relief and service agencies " 


He doesn't think simplifying 


life styles will wreck our 
economic system in the short 
run. But he hopes such change 
will affect the system in the long 
nm. 


Penner also believes now is 


the time to develop an inter- 
national grain reserve system 
that would protect farmers from 
depressed prices during bumper- 
crop years and the world from 
famine during drought years.

Crawford — Ten years ago, 


bagging a trophy-sized whitetail 
in these parts could kick off 
hours of philosophical beer talk 
with hunting buddies who'd 
scored only on the more com- 
monplace mule deer. 


Some people .predict, 


however, that 10 years from 
now, just the opposite will be 
true. They see the mule deer 
becoming more of a trophy than 
ever — not due to genetic 
changes creating giants within 
the breed, but simply because 
there won't be that many of 
them around here any more. 


A trio of Nebraska Game Com- 


mission officials say they're 
probably right. 


Wildlife Division Chief Ken 


Johnson, big game specialist 
Carl Menzel and Ft. Robinson 
Supt Vince Rotherham agree 
that the magnificent muley is 
sliding incessantly into a popula- 
tion minority along-Nebraska's 
sprawling Pine Ridge. 


Rotherham says that when he 


and his wife came to Ft Rob 
soms eight years ago, "10% of 
our deer around here were 
whitetails and 90% were muleys. 
Now I'd say it's about 50-50." 


Menzel agrees that the Pine 


Ridge deer herds are now about 
evenly split, although he es- 
timates that the whitetail made 
up closer to 25% of the total 
eight years ago. 


"There's no doubt that there 


are more whitetail in this coun- 
try, and there'll be more. But I 
think they'll stop at around 80% 
(of the total population)," says 
Menzel. He believes that nature 
itself — through such control 
measures as disease that prin- 
cipally affects whitetails — will 
tend to level off those herds at 
that point 


He, Rotherham and Johnson 


cite a number of factors which 
contribute to the whitetail's 
ever-increasing predominance 
along "the ridge." They say tnat 
the muleys are: 
- 


— Open country critters, less 


wary and easier to find than the 
heavy cover-loving whitetails. 
The muley's often fatal habit of 
running a ways, then stopping to 
look back at what startled him 
also makes him an easier target 
for the rifleman. 


— Less prolific than whitetails 


which can breed and bear their 
young in their first year, accor- 
ding to Rotherham. He notes 
that a mule doe won't breed un- 
til her second year, and doesn't 
drop her fawn until the third. 
Additionally, whitetail are more 
apt to have twins.

blames that on "the lack of abili- 
ty or effort" on the part of 
hunters to properly identify their 
target. "If people would identify 
correctly, I believe it could 
work," he declares. 


Johnson said that during the 


initial years of the mule bucks 
only rule in Keya ,Paha, "we 
were finding quite a few (dead) 
mule does left-put in the field." 
He generously noted, however, 
that it can sometimes be 
extremely difficult to discern 
between a whitetail doe and her 
muley conterpart in the few 
seconds that often exist between 
the time that a target is spotted 
and the trigger must be pulled. 


Because of that kind of dilem- 


ma, Johnson said-he-doesn't 
foresee' any future management 
regulation where the hunting of 
mule deer would be shut off 
completely to combat their 
steady numerical decline in the 
Pine Ridge. 


"I don't think they're going to 


drop out of the picture in the 
' next 10 or 15 or 20 years," says 
Johnson. But he concedes — 
perhaps a little sadly — that the 
pogo stick gait of the deer of the 
west is apt to become a less 
familiar site along the ridge tops 
as time goes by.

and the non-sporting breeds or 
the chows, Dalmations, 
bulldogs, standard and minature

All the dogs and bitches are 


judged according to confirma- 
tion, temperament and gait, ac- 
cording to Korinek. 


"Confirmation is basically the 


structure of the dog," she said, 
adding this is where most of the 
points come in. "Things like 
temperament come in, too. A 
judge watches to see how the 
dog acts in the ring. Then gait or 
how the dog walks about is con- 
sidered." 


All are added together to 


determine where a dog stands 
against the AKC charts. Then it's 
head-to-head, male against 
female for best of breed, then on 
to best of group and best of 
show. Each win racks up points 
toward a dog's show cham- 
pionship and it generally takes a 
real beauty to win. 


The obedience end of things is 


a little different. Five classes/no 
breed separation, and lots of 
tests on how well a particular 
dog behaves. Novice A, Novice 
B, Open A, Open B and Utility 
classes show a dog's advance- 
ment on the obedience trail. 


It's no easy trick to reach the 


top in this competition but it 
would be equivalent to a dog fin- 
ding his master's old dirty sock 
in the middle of an Army 
quartermaster laundry plant. 
They do some amazing things, 
these trained and manicured 
animals in obedience trials.

on to the Nebraska Kennel Club 
show in Omaha Sunday as part 
of the two-day event in the 
Cornhusker State.

Use Good House Plant Soil 
Saul to Talk

Soil for house plants is hot just 


dirt. Dirt is something that gets 
tracked in or collects on the win- 
dow sill. Potting soil is a mixture 
of ingredients that will allow 
your house plants to obtain the 
proper amount of water, 
nutrients and air. 


A good soil must be matched 


to the kind of plant you are 
growing. Most flowering plants 


thrive on a mixture of three 
parts garden loam, two parts 
peat moss and one part sand or 
vermiculite. Bone meal or 20% 
super phosphate could be added 
to this mixture at the rate of one 
cup for every bushel of the 
mixture. 
"'."••' 


Any garden soil or sand used 


iii the mixture must be sterilized 
to rid the soil mixture of weed 
seeds, insects, fungi and 
bacteria. A moistened soil 
mixture placed in the oven at 180 
degrees Fahernheit for 45 
minutes:will complete the 
sterilization. Do not let the soil 
mixture dry out or it may 
become hard as a brick. The soil 
mixture should be aired out 


Foliage plants may need as 


much as four parts peat moss in 
the above mixture. Cacti and 
succulents may need two or 
"three parts sand for • better 
drainage. 


Synthetic soil mixtures which 


contain only peat and vei- 
miculite or perlite need a com- 
plete fertilizer at regular inter- 
vals while the plant is growing. 


If you do not care to go to the 


trouble of mixing your own soil, 
you can purchase soil ready to 
use. These soils are already 
sterile and in many cases 
specifically mixed to grow a cer-. 
tain kind of plant. Before the 
ground freezes, you should 
stockpile some garden soil and. 
sand if you intend* to mix your 
own soil.

ACTION LINE: The Police Dept used to shoot the birds, 


but now refer all complaints about pesty pigeons to the City- 
County Health Dept, according to a department spokesman. At 
the health department, Orville DeFraih, of the environmental 
health division, said city ordinances do not allow the depart- 
ment to do the actual removing or destroying of pigeons, even 
though they might be a nuisance. However, the department will 
inspect the problem for you and recommend ways of handling 
it, DeFrain said. If you want to get rid of them yourself, Allen 
Boettcher, Lancaster County extension agent, recommends a 
mixture of plaster of pans .and com or some other bait The 
mixture solidifies in the birds' systems, restricting food intake. • 
Toxic remedies are available from commercial exterminators as 
well, he said. If the birds are inside a building, Boettcher 
suggests installing a strobe light, which seems to be fairly effec- 
' live, he said.

Population growth, combined 


with the Kremlin's determina- 
tion to put more meat into 
Soviet diets, are important fac- 
tors in the'growth of demand. 


Diamond and several 


academic experts said poor 
weather, farm inefficiencies, ad- 
ministrative difficulties and fer- 
tilizer shortages also could cause 
Soviet production to fall 
significantly short of objectives. 


Diamond estimated Soviet 


grain production in 1980 would 
be about 211 million metric tons, 
well under the 220 million ton 
objective. But an even greater 
shortfall could occur if the 
weather turns bad again, he said.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 


(AP) — The outside world reads 
of bombings, killings and other 
political mayhem in Argentina 
these days, but the approach of. 
the Southern. Hemishphere's 
summer has most Argentines 
themselves talking about 
vacations, and steaks. 


The current spring showers 


soon will give .way to the heat 
and ~ humidity-which converts 
Buenos Aires into a steam bath 
from January to March. 


That is^when almost 


everybody leaves for a month's 
vacation," from the top business ' 
executive to the small en- 
trepreneur who shines shoes. 
• This is now the time when 
most Argentines are trying to 
stretch' their budgets to put 
money aside for the vacation 
period, which helps explain a 
controversy about rising prices" 
for steak, which to people here is 
what pasta is to Italians. A 
pound of filet mignon has risen 
from the equivalent of about.50 
cents last year to 90 cents. To a 
visitor, there would seem to be 
more important things to worry 


about. More than 1,200 persons 
have been killed this year in the 
continuing political violence. 
The country is governed by the 
military which ousted babel 
Peron as president last March. 
She is in custody, facing charges 
of pocketing public funds. 


Guerrilla bands still carry out 


bombings and assassinations and 
one can see signs in this capital 
of .eight million that all is not 
tranquil in Argentina. Police and 
army security patrols are con- 
stantly in the streets.

Those Argentines who can af- 


ford to rent apartments or 
bouses in the country or at 
Atlantic coast resorts are busy 
looking through the real estate 
ads in newspapers. 


At a recent dinner party in an 


apartment along fashionable 


Callao Street in the northern dis- 
trict of the capital, an official of 
the Argentine Foreign Ministry 
announced to his fellow guests 
that he had "rather exciting 
news." 


"My wife and I have found a 


summer house on the shore 
which rents for only $800 a 
month!" he declared proudly. 
His wife beamed. 


-Warm congratulations were 


offered all around. Most good 
beach houses this year are ren- 
ting for the peso equivalent of 
?1,000 to $2,000 a month. 
Summer rental shave about 
doubled since last year. 


The guests then turned to the 


meal: seafood and avocado 
salad, chicken and vegetables 
and a rich strawberry parfait 
dessert. 


There was no steak. At 90 


cents a pound, filet mignon has 
become outrageously expensive 
by Argentine standards, where 
the average monthly wage is a 
little over $100. 


Steak has long 'been the 


mainstay of the Argentine diest. 
The country, with vast stretches 
of flat, grassy pampa land, has 
been a traditional beef raiser, 
with an average of more than_ 
two head of cattle for each of the" 
25 million Argentines. 


The increase in beef prices has 


hurt attendance in the better 
restaurants of the city, where 
foreign tourists ogle the charcoal 
grilled steaks that hang over the 
sides of their plates. Japanese 
tourists recently were seen 
photographing the sirloins they 
had ordered. In Japan steak 
costs $7.50 to $15 a pound, 
depending on the cut. A top- 
quality piece costs $45 a pound. 


Argentines now are jamming 


the less expensive places, which 
keep prices down by operating 
on a no-frills basis. No reser- 
vations are accepted. Chairs and 
tables are jammed together in 
long rows. Paper sheets are used 


instead of tableclothes. No 
coffee is served after the meal so 
as to discourage loitering. 


A couple can dine — albeit at a 


hurried pace — in a steak 
restaurant like "La Eipeta," in 
the basement of an office 
building, for about $3 complete. 
The price includes a first course, 
usually pasta, a second course of 
sirloin steak with potatoes, 
bread and salad, and some wine. 


Argentines have one consola- 


tion. This year's wine crop has 
been plentiful. A liter (about a 
quart) of good table wine costs 
less than a liter of cola. The wine 
c,osts 19 cents, the cola 27. 


Historically Accurate Degressions9 


Make Strong Case for Reincarnation

London (UPI) — In South 


Wales today lives a young 
housewife who saw the Roman 
Emperior Constantine learning 
swordsmanship in the year 286. 
Her husband was his tutor. , 


She remembers meeting King 


Henry VIE before he married 
any of his wives. She 
remembers, under hypnosis, 
dying in 1190 in a massacre at 
York and recalls meticulous 
details about a medieval French 
merchant of whom, when wide 
awake, she has never heard. 


This woman and her six 


previous "lives" are among the 
weird cases related in a new 
BBC-TV documentary and a 
book, "More Lives Than One?", 
just published by Souvenir 
Press. 


They probe the subject of rein- 


carnation — the ancient belief 
that people live over and over 
again. 


Both are based on 20 years of 


work fay Arnall Bloxham, a 
"hypnotherapist" in Cardiff, 
Wales. Jeffrey Iverson, a BBC 
producer, learned that Bloxham 
had tape recorded trance 
sessions in which more than 400 
people "regressed"' to previous 
lives. "If true," Iverson wrote, 
"then that single famous case of 
regression, published in 1954 in 
'The Search for Bridey Murphy,' 
was just a tune on an Irish fiddle 
compared to his symphony of 
voices." 


Iverson 
and 
Magnus 


Magnusson, one of Britain's best 
known television scientific jour- 
nalists, listened to many of 
Bloxham"s tapes and decided to 
investigate some of them. It took 
a year, 


"We visited places where 


these 'regressions' were set," 
Magnusson wrote. "We checked 
and cross-checked against 
known or presumed historic 
facts: We spoke to historians, 
archaeologists, archivists, psy- 
chologists." 
•- 


Historically Accurate 
Time and again. Iverson said, 


"the regressions were con- 
sistently and surprisingly ac- 
curate historically. Not just 
places, names and dates were 
corroborated but so was the 
'sense of period,' the 
background detail of dress and 
attitude." 


Six of the most vivid 


"regressions" recorded by hyp- 
notist Bloxham were made by 
one woman,, the Welsh 
housewife Iverson calls "Jane 
Evans." 


She "remembered" being an 


American nun who died in 1920, 
an 18th century sewing girl in the 
London of Queen Anne, a 
Jewess in 12th century York. 


Her other previous "lives" 


happened to brush those of 
Constantine the Great, Henry 
Vffi—, Ferdinand and Isabella 
of Spain, Catherine of Aragon 
and a 15th century French 
merchant named Jacques Coeur. 


Awake, Jane Evans had never 


heard of Jacques Coeur. She has 
never been in his part of France 
and knows nothing of medieval 
life there. 


Yet Iverson used her recorded 


"memories" as an accurate 
guide when visiting Coeur's still- 
standing house. He found her 
every reference to prominent 
15th century French per- 
sonalities to be precisely ac- 
curate, and her knowledge of 
"many different levels" of 
medieval French life complete 


In her ''regression" as a 


Jewess killed in the York 
massacre, Mrs. Evans re-lived 
her own murder in the basement 
of a church. None of York's sur- 
viving ancient churches has a 
crypt or basement 


With Prof. Barrie Dobson of 


the University of York, Iverson 
pinpointed the church she ap- 
parently described, although 
Mrs. Evans has never been in 
York. Six months later, Dobson 
wrote him that "a workman ac- 
cidentally found something that 
seems to have been a crypt — 
very rare in York —" under the 
chancel of that church." 


.Iverson persuaded Mrs. Evans 


to be hypnotized again for the 
television documentary 
cameras. 


"After an interval of more 


than five years she reiterated. 
with only minor differences, the 
complex outlines of two of the 
original Bloxham tapes," he 
said. 


Mrs. Evans' "regressions" 


were unusual in recalling famous 
people and noteworthy events. 
Most of the "lives" Bloxham un- 
covered are sheer tedium. 


"Most of my tapes are of dead- 


ly dull, ordinary people who 
have lived and died, having done 
nothing whatsoever," he said. 


Yet all of them, under hyp- 


nosis, spoke as if they were ac- 
tually living in-the periods and 
situations they descirbed. 


Each had "total belief in the 


reality of the events unfolding in 
the mind," Iverson said. They 
spoke in different personalities, 
different vocabularies, had 
different attitudes. 


One subject fully identified in 


the book is Graham Huxtabte of 


Swansea. He "doesn't believe in 
reincarnation, has never been to 
sea, never served in the navy nor 
had any interest in the topic." 


Became Seaman 
Yet under hypnosis Huxtable 


''became" a seaman aboard a 
British frigate two centuries ago. 
His voice changed, he used 
archaic naval slang, spoke in 
terms alien to himself and to 
modern times. 


In a chilling passage he re- • 


experiences a battle where a 
cannon ball shoots off his leg. 
His tape so intrigued Prince 
Philip and his uncle, Lord 
Mountbatten, that they had top 
admiralty historians investigate 
it. They found no discrepancy, 
but no final proof. 


Iverson also recounts in detail 


the "regression" of a north-of-. 
England surveyor who 
"became" a "17th century un- 
dercover agent" on the 
southwest coast. This spy 
"earned his living informing on 
smugglers and getting them 
hanged." Awake, he had no idea 
such a profession ever existed. 


Iverson said some of 


-Bloxhams subjects recalled "as 
many as 14 quite separate 
existences." One lived in the 
stone age. Another was an 
eyewitness to the great fire of 
London in 1666. 


Magnusson. Iverson and the 


experts who heard the tapes un- 
animously ruled out any ques- 
tion of fraud or hoax None was 
totally convinced that the tapes 
proved reincarnation was a reali- 
ty. But Iverson concluded that 
"Bloxhams 20 years of -work 
must constitute at least a prima 
facie case for reincarnation."

They're gone: 
Sons and daughters of parents across Nebraska, 


gone. Gone with religious cults. Gone from Omaha, 
Lincoln, Exeter, Kearney to Arizona, New York, 
New Orleans, California.

It's a hopeless feeling, parents say, knowing your 


child is off, somewhere, part of a cult. But now, 
some parents have vowed to fight back. In Nebraska, 
they've organized Love Our Children Inc., a group 
which says it is time "to tell the truth about religious 
cults." 


"Parents are very frustrated," said one member 


of the group who asked not to be identified. (She 
fears publicity about her opposition might keep her 
daughter from visiting home.) -"They can't'get any 
help from their priests or ministers. Few organized 
religions do anything to help." 


Eugene Wyman Sr., president of Love Our 


Children, said the 30-member group was formed "to 
give parents, friends and relatives a place to come 
and talk it over and to cope with what's happened to 
their kids." 


Rachel Martin 


Wyman, of Omaha, is the'uncle of Rachel Kay 


Martin, a young Kearney resident who disappeared 
with the "Jim Roberts group" in 1975. He has 
studied cults and says there are between 2,000 and 
10,000 active in the United States today. 


Once an individual has joined a cult, Wyman 


said, parents have many problems getting him back. 


First, most cults are constantly moving and hard 


to locate. Second, the average cult member is 23 
years old, of legal age, beyond parental custody. 


they join the groups voluntarily. The guarantee 


of freedom of religion, therefore, makes it difficult 
for anyone to say a cult doesn't constitute a religious 
belief. 
• 


But Wyman and Love Our Children assert the 


cults maintain an unnatural hold over their 
members. "We have laws to protect a person from 
physical attack, but nothing to protect them from 
mental attack," one rural Nebraskan said., 


Entrapped is the word Wyman uses in 


describing people in cults. He attributes membership 
to brainwashing. 


"Really, that's what we've come to believe it 


is," he said. 


Once an individual joins, he said, they are moved 


around the country "to get them away from home 
and family influences." 


The cults prey on youths under pressure, he said, 


such as college freshmen away from home for the 
first time or students facing final exams. 


"And the kids they get often are looking for 


something. So the cult leaders concentrate on 
religious appeals, telling kids they're doing God's 
work;" Wyman said. 
. 


Among members of Love Our Children are 


former members of the Unification Church, founded 
by self-ordained South Korean Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon. 


Wyman said the Unification Church, which has a 


bouse in Omaha, is the largest group his organization 
opposes. Others include the Children of God, the 
Divine Light Mission and many small, nomadic 
groups.:

Clyde Harper, ah Omahan who said he was in 


the Unification Church for a year, describes the 
church as "a big rip-off for money." Harper, who 
quit the church in disgust a.few months ago, 
described church training as a series of religious 
"workshops,'' three, seven, 21,40 and 120 days long.. 


Harper, who attended all but the 120-day 


workshop, said the.sessions are highly structured and 
"they program you. They run people just like com- 
: puters. In'the morning they sit you down and tell you 
what to do every minute of the day. In the evening, 
they go over your mistakes with you." 


He said young, sincere believers in the move- 


ment are forced to sell candy, flowers and such on 
the streets to raise money. 


"But they never see that money. It all goes to 


higher-ups in the church," he said. He said church 
leader Moon lives in a $625,000 mansion in New 
York. 
: 


. According to Wyman, ex-Unification Church and 


other cult, members say they were told to say 
anything to help raise funds. 


"They'll say if you buy some candy it will help 


treat drug abuse, or wayward kids, things like that. 
But we have yet to find any program in these 
organizations to help drug addicts," he said. 


Wyman said the cults rely on guilt feelings to 


bring members back if visits home are allowed. One 
York County mother told The Sunday Journal and 
Star that her daughter returned for a one-day visit, 
but was extremely worried about getting back on 
time. 


"I tried to convince her to stay home, even one 


more day. But she wouldn't. She said if she stayed, 
she would be living in sin," the mother said. 


Wyman's niece, Rachel Martin, wrote relatives 


about her newly found beliefs. Part of the letter 
described why she wouldn't leave: 


"You must understand that I didn't have to go 


and that I could leave now if I wanted, but I know I 
'would be out of God's 'Will." 


'Ridiculous' Idea 


Claims that the Unification Church is a cult 


which keeps members against their will are 
"ridiculous," a church spokesman said. 


Dan Holdgreiwe, Unification Church public af- 


fairs director, said in a phone interview from New 
York City, "The charge is ridiculous. We are not a 
cult. We have a well-defined religious theology. We 
have a well-defined church structure. We're like any 
other organized religion." 


Claims that members are brainwashed also are 


discounted by Holdgreiwe. "None of-our members 
are drugged; or brainwashed or anything like that. 
We don't use any techniques not used by other 
churches." 


He said the workshop training sessions are 


similar to religious retreats and said all the 30,000 
American church members have attended them. 
Holdgreiwe also said many church members choose 
to devote full-time efforts to church work, but all are 
free to visit their homes. 


Many Unification Church members live at home 


with their own families, not in church centers; he 
said.

"There's no theological reason why people can't 


go home," he said. "Many of our members are in- 
volved in projects that take them from home and 
many don't wish to leave those projects." ; 


In other cases, he said, parents' participation in 


groups like Nebraska's Love Our Children make 
church members hesitant to visit. ; ...

"Members have been lured home with stories of 


a sick relative, only to be physically abducted and 
subjected to a deprogrammer," he said.- ; > ;

When their'children join a cult, 'Wyrnan said, 


parents encounter ever-increasing frustration. Love 
Our Children hopes to deal with that. • 


"The first inclination is to go to the police. But 


as soon as you tell them a kid is of legal age, you 
might as well walk out. They'll listen and feel sorry 
for you, but there's nothing they can do."- 


Wyman has traveled 6,500 miles, this .year in.' 


search of his niece, and Love Our Children keeps in 
touch with similar groups to try to-monitor cult 
movements. In addition to sharing information about 
cults, Love Our Children hopes that the dependence 
of cults upon contributions will be a weakness.,- •. 


The group believes publicity about'.cults will 


make it more difficult for them to solicit money. The 
organization also hopes legislation can be passed to 
make it more difficult for cults to seek donations. 


Wyman said his group also is in contact with at- 


torneys who may be able to help parents regain 
custody of their children. He said they also know of a 
deprogrammer who can help "release a-.child's 
mind."

House's Residents 
Friendly, but Vague 


Omaha — It's a large brick place, the 


Omaha house of Sun Myung Moon. And from 
inside 4016 Davenport, followers of the self- 
ordained leader of the Unification Church 
spread his word. 


So it came as no surprise to two church 


members when a visitor came to The House 
recently, wanting to know more about their 
church.

"People often drop in," one church 


member says as she ushers the visitor past 
more than a dozen pairs of shoes stacked 
neatly beside the door. The house is sparsely, 
furnished. :The walls, painted white, are 
dotted by colorful posters. Nowhere is there 
a photo of Sun Moon. 


Two church members, who gave only the 


first names Barbara and Svetlana, are well- 
dressed women in their early 20s. Hair cut 
short, they speak in quiet voices and in- 
troduce the visitor to a third woman, Virgi. 
, "Virgi's from Oklahoma," explains Bar- 
bara- '. . ..- 
.

(Later, Virgi - says she is. looking for her 


sister^ a Unification Church member since 
summer. Her sister and written from the 
Omaha House, but Barbara says' Virgi's 
sister left a week ago for South Dakota.) 


Virgi had been given a plate of raisins and 


some tea, and "we were explaining to her 
about the Divine Principle." 


The Divine Principle is the basic doctrine 


of the Unification Church, which the church 
says is a revelation given to Moon by God. 
The church says: 


"The world must become unified; but ' 


before that can take place, all religions:.. 


must become unified. Divine Principle is in- 
strumental and essential to accomplish this 
purpose." 


The visitor asks Barbara and Svetlana 


about the book-length principle. They 
'decline to answer, saying another church 
member, who isn't home just now, would be 
glad to give the visitor a lecture about it 
"We will arrange one for you. Tonight? 
Tomorrow, perhaps?" 


Moon's name isn't mentioned. Only when 


the visitor presses the question does Svetlana 
acknowledge that Moon is the originator of 
the doctrine.

The visitor asks to see a copy of the work, 


but Barbara politely insists that "the spoken 
word is better." And again she urges the 
visitor to attend the lecture. Speaking in 
their soft, nearly monotonal voices, Barbara 
and Svetlana say over and over that the 
Divine Principle has given them "many 
answers." 


But throughout nearly two hours of con- 


versation, they repeatedly refuse to discuss 
the church beliefs, always urging: "Come to 
the lecture." 


They also shrug off questions about 


themselves, preferring instead to ask 
questions about the visitor. Barbara does 
say, however, that as a Roman Catholic she 
"couldn't find any answers." 
Twice, Svetlana says that "young people 


like to travel," and that the church gives 
them that opportunity. "We have centers 
like this in every state." Barbara says. "They 
all provide, food and a place to live like 
brothers and sisters." 


the Unification Church's Omaha center at 4016 Davenport. 


The world has reached its last days, 


Svetlana says. "All major religions agree on 
that" she adds. "The Rev. Moon is trying to 
bring heaven to earth." 


. Barbara laughs when the world "cult" is 
mentioned. Scoffing at Unification Church 
critics, she says, "They don't like us so they 
call us a cult You know, like voodoo..." 


Only once do their voices become 


animated. They are discussing communism. 


(A South Korean, Moon has said that 


America, being "God's nation," must be 
prepared to do battle against the Soviet 
Union, Communist China and North Korea. 
A church spokesman said that means 
theological battle because communism is 
"militantly atheistic.") 


"There are more communists than you 


would think in this country," Barbara says. 
"Especially on the (university) campuses." 


Finally, the visitor prepares to leave. 


Again. Barbara urges him to return for the 
lecture. ~ 


And as she closes the door, Svetlana calls 


one last time; "See you at the lecture?"

Only Glimpses 
Because he was a member, Harper 


.probably knows more about how new 
members are recruited than do the parents 
of youths who have joined religious cults. 
Interviews with several parents showed 
they have only glimpses into the decisions 
nude by their children. 


In addition, some parents are fearful of 


publicity, saying it might jeopardize their 
dunces of getting their children back. 


"I don't want anything to keep roe from 


getting her out" one mother said of her 
cult member daughter. "This publicity 
might do that" 


"They've done it to me before," said 


another. "Anything I said publicity got 
back to her and she told us that's one 
reason she won't come home for a visit" 


They Disappeared 
But with some names changed to conceal 


identities, these are the stories told by four 
Nebraska parents of the disappearance of 
their children: 


—Rachel Kay Martin left her Kearney 


apartment at age 19. Her roommate had 
seen Rachel talking with two men early in 


the evening of Aug. 19. 1976. When the 
roommate later returned from a date, she 
saw Rachel leaving with the men. She 
hasn't been home since and relatives have 
traveled across the country trying to find 
her. 


—Nancy was a 16-year-old York County 


girl on a shopping trip to Lincoln when she 
met members of the Unification Church. 
They were handing out bananas and talking 
of a hike to Des Moines. Nancy stayed with 
them in Lincoln, then went to Des Moines. 
That was 1973, and Nancy has been a 
member of the group since. 


—Elaine Miller, of Exeter, was 17 when 


she and bovfriend Joel Vavra left town in 


the company of four mysterious 
"brothers" in flowing robes and sandals. 
The two became converts to the nomadic 
religious cult known as the "Jim Roberts 
group," Miss Miller's mother said. She also 
said cult members have threatened .to take 
her other children if the Millers try to get 
Elaine back. 


—Sharon, a 19-year-old Omahan, had a 


scholarship to a Nebraska college 14 
months ago. Her boyfriend, a member of 
the Unification Church, took Sharon to a 
three-day church workshop. "After that 
she quit school and went with the group." 
her mother said. Sharon now may be in 
New York City, her parents aren't certain.

in the last 20-25 years. It's based 
on the rationale that the way to 
eliminate hunger is to increase 
agricultural production. 


Although production has in- 


creased at the same time, 
hunger is increasing, too, Collins 
noted. 


In 
Pakistan, 
India, 


Bangladesh, Sri Lanka, 
Malaysia, The Philippines and 
Indonesia, the gross national 
product has risen, yet "in those 
countries 20% to 80% of the peo- 
ple are eating less than they ate 
10 to 15 years ago." 


Collins contends it's because 


"agriculture bis turned from 
being the basic livelihood 'of 
peasants to a growth industry, a 
business." 


New Breed 
Farmers are now retired 


military officers, businessmen, 
merchants and "everyone with a 
finger in the political pie." 
. 


These people receive govern- 


ment subsidies and their farms 
become "mechanized, modem 
chemical factories, the land 
becomes a speculative vehicle 
and land prices increase as much 
as 300% to 400%." 


There are many tenant- 


farmers throughout the world 
Collins said. In the United States 
alone, 38% of the farmland is 
worked by tenants. 


World Bank statistics show 


that in 83 countries, 3% of the 
population controls more than 
80% of the land. 


In Central America and the 


Caribbean, where up to 70% of 
the children under age 5 are 
severely malnourished, at least 
50% of the agricultural land 
grows crops for export, not food 
for the people. 


Among the cash export crops 


are carnations, sugar, bananas 
and vegetables in general 


The result of such a policy is 


malnutrition and starvation. 


Collies: Redistribute 
Part of the solution, Collins 


says, is redistribution of the 
land. "It is not surprising that 
the small farmer takes 
maximum concern about that 
small amount of land. When peo- 
ple realize what they are going to 
do is going to affect their own 
lives, it makes a real difference 
in the way those resources are 
used," 


In Latin America, small farms 


have productive capacities op to 


derdeveloped countries must 
raise export crops in order to 
earn money from, foreign 
exchange in order to feed then- 
people. "Reliance on a limited 
number of crops (usually low- 
nutrition ones) 
generates 


economic as well as political 
vulnerability," he said. 


Self-Reliance Urged 
Likewise, the United States 


needs to become more self- 
reliant, and Collins continued his 
recitation of statistics to show 
why: two-thirds of the 
vegetables and fruits consumed 
in this country are grown in 
Mexico. Eighty percent of the 
canned peas in this country 
.come from the Dominican 
'Republic. More than 160 million 
pounds of strawberries are im- 
ported from Mexico each.year. 


While the impoverished 


Mexican workers spend 12 to 14 
hours a day in the field and nine- 
year-old girls work in strawberry 
processing plants, Collins-said, 
U.S. strawberry growers v are 
driven out of business and a 
small number of people become 
multimillionaires. 


The relationship between peo- 


ple and technology also must be 
considered. "Who owns that 
machine is still the important 
question," Coffins said. 


Not Antitechnological 
"The 
view is not an- 


titeehnological," he said. 
"Chinese peasants don't have a 
desire to perpetuate back- 
breaking work, but the Chinese 
peasant commune thinks in 
terms of how labor can be saved 
when .considering technology, 
while in India the landlord 
thinks of technology in terms of 
saving labor costs, meaning 
fewer-workers.' 


"Distribution of food is but a 


reflection of the control of the 
resources that produce food. 
Who controls the land deter- 
mines who can grow food, what 
is grown and where it goes." 


Worldwide communication 


and the sharing of struggles is es- 
sential, Collins asserts. "Right 
now, in every country," he said, 
"there is a struggle over who 
controls food resources. We 
must evaluate every one of our 
actions in light of these 
struggles."

Quite Quotable 
Some Public Documents Tell 'AH' 


By Gene Kelly 
Columbia, Mo. — While the annual reports 


of public corporations are in the hands of 
millions of investors, most are only glanced 
at, and not really understood, says Raymond 
Dockweiler. 


Speaking to a business journalism , 


workshop at the University of Missouri Jour- •. 
nalism School, he stressed that the potential 
investor is often not aware of the public 
financial documents that these corporations 
must file with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


A third group of investors has access to the 


business reports, but is just too lazy to read 
them before buying securities. 


Dockweiler, an associate professor of ac- 


countancy at Missouri, is a specialist in cor- 
porate financial accounting 


Here's an overview of the private and 


public documents that are available to 
analysts and investors: 


• If securities are sold across state lines to 


the public, an annual report'must be sent to 
stockholders. 


While this private report is easy to come 


by, from most brokers or the corporation 
itself, an outsider may have to pay for a 
copy. (The reports can be a sizeable cor- 
porate expense.) 


• Proxy statements go to stockholders, as 


required by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, to alert investors to the agenda 
of an annual or special corporate meeting. 
An annual report must accompany it. 


You can usually get a copy of proxy 


material, on request, from the corporation. 


"It can be a goldmine of coming events," 


Dockweiler says, adding "and it's one of the 
few places you may find executive salaries 
(those over $40,000) listed." Not to mention 
possible conflicts of interest of officers and 
directors. 


• A prospectus (the registration statement 


for new securities) will also include such 
facts and figures. Its primary function is to 
enlighten and disclose risks to investors. 


"An investor who doesn't take the time to 


treck through the flowery language, may find 
himself "impaled on the horns" of high risk, 
Dockweiler warns. 


The SEC is very stubborn about the doc- 


trine of full disclosure Stock trading can be 
suspended, if SEC probers find that a public 
corporation has been less than frank or tardy 
in reporting (both to the public and the SEC) 
pertinent events that may affect its business 
future. 


• The S-l statement is a public version of 


the prospectus; preliminary and final ver- 
sion are filed with the SEC. 


• The public 10-K report, with more 


details than the annual stockholders report, 
must list any legal proceedings that affect 
the corporation. Suits don't have to be 
revealed in the annual report to 
shareholders. 


These public documents are usually 


available from a corporation; they can be 
requested from the SEC in Washington, but 
an investor should plan at least a two-week 
wait for copies, if he chooses this route. 


• The 8-K report, filed quarterly with the 


SEC, must indicate significant changes 
(ownership, for "example) or events in cor- 
porate life. A major event must be filed 
within 10 days after the end of the month in 
which it happened. 


• The SEC prints a periodic news digest 


available through its public information of- 
fice. New filings of corporations and signifi- 
cant stock purchases are listed. 


• Many public corporations must file an- 


nual and semi-annual reports with state 
regulatory bodies (especially utilities and in- 
surance companies); these figures are usual- 
ly audited on a cycle determined by statute. 
You can see a copy at the regulatory agency. 


• Information about non-profit cor- 


porations is available from the Internal 
Revenue Service. You can request copies of 
Form 990, which such corporations must file 
yearly. It may take months to get a copy, 
however. 
* 


• If you suspect that a corporation has a 


dispute going with the IRS, public records at 
the county, city or state court level may be 
revealing. 


• In any court litigation, depositions and 


in-court testimony are invaluable to an in- 
vestor or analyst; while a deposition may be 
referred to in court proceedings, its full con- 
tents may remain a mystery. Yet it's a public 
document. Check at the courthouse and 
statehouse levels. 


• Bankruptcy court filings are public — 


even when it involves a closely-held, family 
corporation. 


• Probate proceedings (relating to wills, 


trusts and inheritance litigation) are also 
open to examination at the courthouse. 


• And if you're really a student of an in- 


dustry, for investment or other purposes, 
trade publications often flaunt dirty cor- 
porate linen or disclose who got the ax, and 


vwhy. 


Burlington Best Merger Model? 


The Burlington Northern is a prime exam- 


ple of how a huge rail merger can work, and 
will probably be used as a guide to signifi- 
cant U. S. rail consolidations in the final 
"quarter of the 20th Century, says a 
Washington Post writer. 


"The end result may be coast-to-coast 


railroads for the first time in U. S. history," 
says William Jones. His comments were 
prompted by an Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission official's call for a one-year study of 
mergers. 
•' Administrative law judge Robert Glennon 
wants to focus on steps that would have to be 
taken to get the restructuring job completed. 
He warned his agency that transcontinental 
railroads "may be the one remaining road to 
financial strength and stability for a free 
enterprise railroad system ..." 


Jones then quotes Louis Menk, BN chair- 


man, as saying that "every railroad executive 
in the U. S. is drawing lines on a map," 
trying to design such mergers. 


"There is a great deal of over-capacity... 


it's too Balkanized," Menk says of today's 
American rail system. Only four major lines 
are needed in the West, Menk contends, 
although he doesn't rule out the emergence 
of transcontinental railroads by the year 
2000. 


Menk expects the BN to be one of the sur- 


vivors. The merger of three major railroads 
into the Burlington in 1970 - with 25,000 
miles of road, it's the longest in the U..S. — 
was successful for several reasons, he says: 


"We knew where we were going ... we 


followed a grand plan assiduously ... im- 
proving average mileage per haul, coor- 
dinating facilities and cutting the work 
force." 


But Menk says the merger team would not 


'•tolerate petty jealousies . . . human- 
relations was the key." 


The fact that the" St. Paul, Minn.-based 


conglomerate 
has rich holdings in 


lumbering, mining and real estate didn't 


- hurt either, Jones notes. 


The St Paul office building occupied by 


the Burlington was once literally divided in 
half, with locked doors separating the old 
Northern Pacific and the competing Great 
Northern. Keyes were held by just a few top 
executives, Jones says. 


The merger of .these" lines, and the 


Chicago, Burlington & Quincy removed such 
barriers. 


"The fact that a merge of the so-called 


'northern lines" had been first proposed back 
in 1893 should tell Americans today 
something about the slow process of 
business and government decision-making," 
Jones editoriahzes. 


"In any event," he continues, "empire 


builder James J. Hill apparently erected the 
railroad headquarters with the hope that 
some day his dream of a unified railroad 
would come true." 


It did, after 14 years of hearings before the 


ICC and the courts. Jones says, stressing that 
the merger happened only after the U. S; 
Supreme Court gave it the green light

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Giving Thanks: New World Custom Before Pilgrims 


By Dennis Montgomery, AP 
A lot of the old American traditions have 


died out. Even Thanksgiving has changed. It 
used to be that the people of the New World 
beheaded a young girl to mark the occasion. 
You just don't see that sort of sacrifice 
anymore. 


Of course that particular custom-was 


peculiar to the Indians, not the Pilgrims. 
Mexican Aztecs offered a damsel to the corn 
goddess Xilonen each year. A similar practice 
was common among the Pawnee, while other 
North American Indians limited themselves to a 
corn dance to celebrate the harvest. 


It just goes to show that the modern 


American picture of Thanksgiving — religious 
refugees in somber costumes offering thanks for, 
a skin-of-the-teeth existence on the New 
England shore — is a little out of focus. 
- The Pilgrims weren't even the first English 
settlers on this side of the Atlantic to have a 
Thanksgiving. Nor did they at first regard it as 
an annual event 


As harvest festivals, Thanksgivings have an 


Old World pedigree that stretches back to the 
ancients of Egypt, Syria, Mesopotamia and, - 
later, Rome. Such celebrations survived in 
medieval Germany, France, Holland and 
England as the Roman-Catholic Feast of St 
Martin. It was observed each Nov. 11 — coin- 
cidentally the day in 1620 when the Pilgrims set 
sail 


By that time a band of Englishmen in 


Virginia had conducted a Thanksgiving. The site 
was a plantation named the Berkeley, about 30 
miles west of Jamestown. The day was Dec. 5, 
1619. An order of the Virginia Company of Lon- 
don, issued Sept 4, had decreed- 


"We ordain that the day of our ships' arrival 


at the place assigned for planting in the land of 
Virginia shall be yearly and perpetually kept 
holy as a day of thanksgiving to Almighty God." 


Before that English,fishermen at New- 


foundland had observed a day of thanksgiving in 
1578, and in 1607 the people of the Popham 
Colony on the Maine coast set aside such a day. 


Nevertheless, it's the Pilgrim version of the 


event that captured the American imagination. 


Edward Winslow of the Plymouth Colony 


recorded the affair on Dec. 11,1621, in a letter 
sent to England: "Our harvest being gotten in, 
our Governor sent four men on fowling, that so 
we might after a more special manner rejoice 
together after we had gathered the fruit of our 
labours. They four in one day killed as much 
fowl as, with a little help beside, served the 
company almost a week, at which time, 
amongst other recreations, we exercised our 
arms, many of the Indians coming amongst us, 
and amongst the rest their greatest chief 
Massasoit with some 90 men, who for three days 
we entertained and feasted ..." 


Venison, duck, goose, fish, eels, white 


bread, com, leeks, watercress, greens, plums 
and berries were on the menu, but turkey, 
cranberry sauce and pumpkin pie weren't men- 
tioned They washed it all down with a sweet, 
strong wild grape wine. 


Not to be outdone, the Indians killed five

deer for the feast and exhibited their military 
prowess with a bow-and-arrow demonstration. 


A round of stool ball, a kind of croquet also 


was enjoyed. No one, apparently, jotted down 
the scores 


Not until July 8,1630, when a supply ship 


arrived, was a thanksgiving again celebrated. 
The Pilgrims felt such festivals ought to be 
spontaneous rather than matters of form. 


Connecticut had an annual harvest festival 


by 1649 and Plymouth by 1668. Dutch settlers in 
New Amsterdam celebrated "Thank Days" by 
1644. 


During the Revolution, the Continental 


Congress proclaimed occasional thanksgiving 
observances? George Washington issued the first 
presidential Thanksgiving Day proclamation, 
for Nov. 26,1789 Another was issued in 1795. 


Thomas Jefferson, apparently more sen- 


sitive to conflicts of church and state, didn't 
care for the idea of a federal thanksgiving 


holiday and none was decreed until 1815. That 
year James Madison decided to commemorate 
the American victory in the War of 1812. 


Observances were left thereafter to the 


states Southerners, apparently having forgotten 
the Virginia precedent, bad come to regard 
Thanksgiving as a New England holiday and 
were reluctant to follow suit But by 1859 some 
30 states were proclaiming the same November 
day, the fourth-Thursday of the month, as 
Thanksgiving Day. 


That perhaps, is attributable in large 


measure to Sarah Hale. As editor of the Ladies 
Magazine in Boston and later of Godey's Lady's 
Book of Philadelphia, she agitated for a stan- 
dard national observance. 


Beyond the columns of the magazines, she 


lobbied for the idea in letters to presidents, 
governors and other men of influence Her 
rather saccharin appeal was as much to 
patriotism as to religion. 


Mrs. Hale wrote her crowning thanksgiving 


editorial in September 1863 On Oct. 3 a national 
proclamation, echoing much the same senti- 
ment as her editorial, was issued by Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Almost every president and governor has 


since followed Lincoln's lead, proclaiming the 
fourth Thursday of November as Thanksgiving. 


Just one man has tried to alter the tradi- 


tion. In 1939, attempting to help America's 
merchants by lengthening the Christmas shop- 
ping season. Franklin Roosevelt moved 
Thanksgiving to the third Thursday of 
November.

The change was protested and in 1941 


Congress issued a resolution moving the holiday 
back to the fourth Thursday. 


So far as can be determined, nothing but 


turkeys have been beheaded since the demise of 
the Aztecs.

Tamburitzans Come to Omaha 7H 


By Abe Peck 
San Francisco (AP) — All over 


the country, amateur rock 
musicians come home from 
school or work and practice 
simply-structured, boy-meets- 
girl Top 40 songs in the comfort 
of their garages. 


Most of these garage bands 


couldn't play their way out of a 
paper Volkswagen, but a few 
copy the material well enough to 
achieve semi-pro status down at 
the local VFW Hall. 


Occasionally, a group masters 


the strong backbeats and catchy 
melodic "hooks" and actually 
records its own material. And 
once in a very great while, one of 
these groups makes it from the 
garage to the limousines of the 
stars 


K C. and the Sunshine Band 


made it They are the ultimate, 
in fact, in garage groups. 


On a national tour this fall, the 


Sunshine Band faithfully 
delivered AM radio hits like 
"That's the Way a Like It)" and 
"Shake Your Booty," fun songs 
possessing all the complexity of 
"Jingle Bells." But led,by 
Harold Wayne Casey, vocalist, 
pianist, songwriter, producer, 
teeny-bopper, heartthrob — the 
ever present "K.C." in the 


Sunshine Band — the nine 
musicians mixed their brand of 
Florida funk rock with an hour 
of non-stop dancing that could 
have come straight from "Soul 
Train." 
^ Their Itkninute encore ver- 
sion of "Get Down Tonight" had 
thousands of people in their 
audiences dancing out of their 
seats. 


Not bad for a band whose lead 


singer and guiding force was 
moonlighting in garage bands of 
his own just a few years ago. 


The Sunshine Band — com- 


posed of two whites (K.C. and 
Rick Finch), six blacks and a 
Cuban.— has solidified cross- 
over music well enough to be the 
opening act for the highly pop- 
ular Earth, Wind & Fire, a black 
group, and Aerosmith, a white 
band, on the same weekend 
program. 


"A lot of people are realizing 


that music is music," said the 25- 
year-old K.C., his verbal 
phrasing as uncomplicated as his 
song arrangements. "Rhythm 
and beat has no business having 
a category. It should be con- 
sidered as pop as anything else.", 


Nevertheless, K.C.'s success is 


still nvoel enough for him to 
sometimes react like a fan in- 


stead of a star. "I was scared," 
he said about the Aerosmith 
show. "I felt like, 'God, here I'm 
like a teeny-bopper group.' " 


This insecurity affected the 


production of the Sunshine 
Band's new album, "Part HI." 
Half the 18 months it took to 
complete involved difficulties in 
building a new studio. The rest? 


"I got paranoid — afraid to 


sing," K.C. said, describing the 
biggest problem. "I thought I 
couldn't do the vocals, and I 
finally had to do 'em with a sore 
throat There was the pressure 
of having former hits, and I 
blocked myself." 


"Part DI" is another install- 


ment of dependable dance 
music. Its sameness will do 
nothing to mute the criticism 
from detractors of disco music. 
"How do those guys feel about 
having a hit three times with the 
same song?" runs one typical 
comment 


"I'll tell you one thing," K.C. 


replied, walking across his $200- 
a-day suite to dial room service. 
"If you're not close to your last 
record, you're not going to nave 
very much success... 


"I'm not gonna move over. 


I'm not gonna try somethin'

Among the friends who hung 


out at our house was an 
extrovert named Wynonie 
Harris. He was not only one of 
the two best ballroom dancers in 
the bunch, but also by far the 
best joker and humorist 


Wynonie turned up in 1938 as a 


top Omaha blues singer and 
became the main floor show at- 
traction at Jim Bell's fabled 
Club Harlem. This was no small 
accomplishment since the Club 
Harlem featured a full-size 
orchestra, a line of chorus girls 
and first-class entertainers. 


Shortly after, Wynonie moved 


to Los Angeles where his 
exploits earned him the name 
"Mr. Blues." 


Meanwhile I joined Count 


Basic's band as a saxophonist In 
April of 1944 I joined Lucky 
MiUinder's band at the Savoy 
Ballroom in Los Angeles. The 
vocalist was none other than 
Wynonie "Mr. Blues" Harris. 


Only a few weeks later 


Wynonie recorded two tunes 
with the band, "Hurry-Hurry" 
and "Who Threw the Whiskey in 
the Wells?" The records sold 


more than a million copies each. 


Harris left the Millmder band 


after about five months to 
become a star in the rhythm and 
blues field, which was evolving 
into something called rock 'n' 
roll After he signed a contract 
with King Records in 1948 he 
had a number of hit records. 


When Wynonie's popularity 


waned in the mid-50s he opened 
a tavern in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


He tied to re-enter the enter- 


tainment business in 1963 but 
music and music clubs' had 
changed. A two-week stand at a 
Los Angeles nightclub was a 
tragedy. He stayed in Los 
Angeles after that found little 
work as a singer. 


In 1969 it became known that 


he had throat cancer. In June of 
that year he died. 


For some inexplicable reason, 


in music and show business 
many performers with great 
ability and talent never become 
well known or financially 
successful 


One prime example of this was 


Harold Browning, an almost in- 
credibly gifted trumpet player, 
known to most of his friends as

I first beard of Brownie in 


1943, when I was home on vaca- 
tion. All the Omaha area were 
buzzing about a fantastic 
trumpet player who had come 
from Texas. 


Brownie had played briefly 


with the great Jimmy Lunceford 
Orchestra around 1941 and had 
come to Omaha to join Nat 
Towles band. But I was skeptical 
that anyone unknown nationally 
could be as facile as the local 
musicians insisted. 


I finally got a chance to hear 


Brownie play in 1944 when I 
joined Towles band in 
Philadelphia. AH the musicians 
deferred to Brownie as a jazz 
soloist of rare talent I was 
astounded by his command of 
chord changes in his solos and by 
his improvisation. 


Brownie was drafted shortly 


thereafter but we joined forces 
again in 1948 in the Basie Givens 
Orchestra. Generally we played 
commercial and corny music but 
Harold Browning could make 
even the corniest and tritest 
number interesting when he ad- 
libbed a solo.

detail unit. Some 60 to 75 men 
are under his command at 
various tiffies, and one of the 
offenses fiiey are trying to curb 
is pickpwdceting. 


Incardona gave me'some tips 


helpful in trying to avoid 
becoming a pickpocket's victim. 
Many of Sam's warnings had to 
do with Chicago, but his advice 
also was valuable to travelers. 


In fact, it is the out-of-towners 


in Chicago — the travelers — 
who are the most vulnerable, 
and the most attractive victims 
from a pickpocket's standpoint. 


"The railway stations and the 


interstate bus depots are es- 
pecially good hunting grounds 
for pickpockets," the police 
lieutenant said. "Even if caught 
lifting a traveler's wallet or 
purse, the thief knows that there 
is very little chance'the victim 
will ever come back to court 
here to testify. Consequently, a 
pickpocket's lawyer can usually 
get him off because there is no 
complainant" 


One way to spot a pickpocket, 


Incardona said, is to watch a 
man who stands in a line at a bus 
intersection or ticket window 
with a coat or a newspaper over 
his arm. If he doesn't move his 
eyes off the person directly 
ahead of him, and keeps 
following intently, he may be 
after the person's "poke," which 


is what the policeman calls a 
wallet. 
" * ' 


Even if you knew the man is a 


pickpocket, though, it is very dif- 
ficult to catch him if he's a 
professional. 


"I've stood directly in back of 


a pickpocket," Incardona said, 
"and watched his every move. I 
couldn't see him take the vic- 
tim's poke, that's how slick he 
was. 


"They work the buses, too 


Another officer • and I once 
caught a pickpocket when he 
tried to get off the bus after a 
victim shouted he'd been, 
.robbed. But we couldn't find any 
evidence of the thief. We 
searched the bus and couldn't 
find the wallet anywhere. We 
finally prevailed on him to tell us 
how he got rid of the wallet by 
promising to let him off lightly." 
He had, of course, extracted the 
money before he disposed of the 
poke." 


Late night buses and com- 


"muter trains are favorite places 
to work for pickpockets. Some 
other popular and rewarding 
places are bus intersections, the 
Chicago 
Stadium, 
the 


Amphitheatre; the ball parks, 
the circus — anywhere there's a 
crowd. 


"If there is a major event 


which attracts thousands of peo- 
ple, pickpocket teams fly in from 
Puerto Rico and South America 


just•for the day," Incardona 
said., "It pays well." 


There probably are-hundreds 


of pickpockets, professional and 
amateur, in Chicago working 
every day. But Incardona 
wouldn't try to estimate their 
number. 


"And don't forget the moll 


buzzers," he saidJ'They are the 
women operators who prey on 
women in the loop stores and 
other places. Lifting purses is a 
well-paying profession." 


Incarddna hates to see a 


woman with a "hanging purse." 
he recommends the shoulder- 
strap kind. And in crowds he ad- 
vises women to carry their purse 
tightly held under an arm. 


"If you think a pickpocket is a 


tall, well-dressed man with long 
slender fingers you're wrong," 
Incardona said. "This best one I 
know weighs about 300 pounds 
and has hands like hams. He's a 
slob, too. You can't tell a 
pickpocket by his looks." 


It is easy to lose your money or 


your valuables when you are on 
a trip. A traveler can't be too 
careful. 


I stood beside a woman 


reporter in Paris' Charles de 
Gaulle" Airport while a thief took 
her purse in front of our eyes 
without our noticing it. "Wheel 
this cart for a moment," her hus- 
band asked, "while I pick up a 
paper at the newsstand." She 


put her purse on the cart with 
the luggage and it was .gone in a 
moment 


A thief took a garment bag off 


my suitcase in the Vienna air- 
port a couple of years ago, and I 
discovered it after we had 
boarded a plane. The bag con- 
tained only a worn suit I was 
going to leave in Europe 
anyway. Life must hold other 
disappointments for thieves. 


A night maid (we presume) 


took all the cash in my wife's 
purse which she had'left in a 
closet in Rome's best hotel We 


discovered the loss when we got 
home the next day. 


I suppose it's almost impossi- 


ble to score a shutout against 
clever thieves, but it helps to be 
especially careful in crowds 
and not leave valuables in hotel 
rooms. I take precautions 
against being completely wiped 
out by following Karl Maiden's 
advice and never leave home 
withouf "most of my money in 
travelers checks. If they are lost 
or stolen they usually can be 
replaced quickly. 


Although the Mexico City inci- 


dent was the-only time I've ac- 


tually lost money to a 
pickpocket, it wasn't the only 
time I'd been robbed. 


Once in Rome I bought several 


rosaries for friends which I had 
in my pocket in St Peter's when 
Pope John XXm held up his 
hands and blessed all the 
religious objects the vast crowd 
in the Basilica had on them. 


When I walked out of the 


church I reached in my pocket 
and found the rosaries had dis- 
appeared.

We Read Now Because Writer Had Cramp 500 Years Ago

London (DPI) — All this 


autumn Britain has been holding 
a wide sweep of celebrations to 
mark the founding of a 
profitable little business venture 
in London 500 years ago. 


To a certain extent, you are 


reading this now because of that 
venture. 


It was set up in the shadow of 


Westminster Abbey in 1476 by an 
expatriate English businessman 
in his mid-SOs who came home to 
be near bis market His name 
was William Caxton. 


Carton was England's first 


printer. The first printed book in 
the English languge is bis work- 
He produced England's first 
printed advertisement, and.its 
first printed poster. 


He invented nothing. His 


rooveable type and printing 
press were the brainchild of 
Johann Gutenberg of Mainz, 
Germany, some 25 years earlier. 
Caxton did not spread instant 
literacy and had no vast impact 
on his times. 


Yet this anniversary on his 


move to London is considered 
important enough to spark a 
whole catalog of com- 
memorative events. 


A four-day Caxton inter- 


national Congress brought 
scholars from an over Europe to 
London in September to discuss 
his work and that of other early 
printers. 
lie British library at !he 


British Museum has mounted a 
major eriiibition around Tiim. it- 
rusTthrough Janaary.'Ineladed* 
are many woiis Caxloa printed • 
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500 years ago, some of them the 
only copies stil surviving. 


The British Post Office issued 


four Caxton anniversary stamps.

plus another in London. 


For hindsight shows that what 


Caxton pioneered — printing — 
is absolutely basic, toe original 
seed of toe modern world. ~ 


"Printing is humanity's tool, 


the most powerful it ever had, 
for good and evil," said an an- 
niversary article. Caxton was the 
first to use that tool in the 
p.ngii«ti languge and in this coun- 


Ironically, he turned to prin- 


ting because of writer's cramp. 


"Much of what we know about 


Caxton be has told us himself in 
prologues and epilogues to the 
books he published," the British 
Library says. One such note tells 
the writer's cramp story. 


Caxton was a prosperous, in- 


fluential doth dealer in Bruges, 
in what is now Belgium, when he 
began dealing in hand-written 
manuscripts. Fluent in French, 
be began translating into English 
"the Recuydl (Collection) of the 
Histories of Troye." 


It took him two years. He later 


recalled "how his pen became 
worn and his eyes dimmed with 
copying the book," says an an- 
niversary pamphlet from her 
•majesty's -stationery office, 
which baces'its own ancestry to'' 
Caxton's- work. In sheer' 


weariness, probably, Caxton 
took up printing. 


He learned the new trade in 


1471-72 in Cologne, then set up 
shop in Bruges. The books he 
printed there included not only 
the first one in English — it was 
his "Recuyell" translation—but 
some of the first in French. 


In 1476 he came home, 


"perhaps to be nearer his 
clientele," the stationery office 
says. He moved near the court at 
Westminster, not to the com- 
mercial center of London, and 
set up under the Sign of the Red 
Pate. 


His first known printed work 


on English soil was an in- 
dulgence sold to raise money for 
a Christian fleet against the 
Turks — the only surviving copy 
is in the British library exhibi- 
tion. 


He worked steadily at west- 


minster until he died in about 
1492, printing more than 90 
books. 


Two of these, the British 


Library says, were enough to 
make him immortal — 
Chaucer's "Canterbury Tales" 
and Malory's "Morte d'Arthur," 
the King Arthur legends of 
Cametot and the round table. 


Malory's work was known only 


from Caxton's book until a 
manuscript was discovered in 
1934. The most complete of two 
surviving Caxtbn copies is in the 
exhibition, on loan from the 
Pierpont Morgan Library in New-.. 
York. ,. - • , -,.,,„. ,

Caxton, in fact, made an 


epochal beginning, England's 
first step in the spread of literacy 
from the elite to everybody. It 
was a step which changed the 
world.

Camera's Readiness 
Aids Family Record

Life's momentous milestones 


are, as a matter of course, 
documented in snapshots.' 
Birthdajs, weddings, vacations, 
and graduations are important 
highlights that every'family 
wants to record on film. 


But if your family picture

will be better if you make the 
fleeting effort to shoot from the 
subject's level, as close as your 
camera allows,-holding your 
camera as steady as possible.

Nebraska wrestling coach Or- 


val Borgialli calls his new 
wrestling room a mansion and 
when comparing it to the old 
Coliseum says it's the difference 
between steak and hamburger. 


"There is no better wrestling 


room in the country," said 
Borgialli referring to the 98 x 50- 
foot area in the NU Sports 
Center. 


"We have about twice the 


space that Iowa State has and" 
the facilities are fantastic," he 
said. 


The room filled with wrestling 


mats, has 21 practice circles, red 
and white padded walls on three 
sides and two 96-foot ladders on 
the ceiling. 


Padding Liked 
"This padding is one of the 


features of the room," said 
Borgialli. "Now we don't have to 
worry about a wrestler falling 
through the wall or getting 
knocked out like we did hi the 
Coliseum. 


"Another great feature is the 


thermostatic controls. We caa 
get the temperature up from 7C 
to DOHegrees, with some humidi- 
ty in about five minutes," said 
Borgialli. "And in the old place 
it took two or three hours. We 
like to have it about 86 degrees 
to keep injuries to a minimum. 


"For all practical purposes, 


we have the best deal of all the 
sports in the new complex," said 
Borgialli. "Go out one door and 
you walk into the sauna and 
training room. Go out the other 


and you're at the equipment 
checkout or near the weight 
training room. Go out the other 
door and you're on the main 
arena, where we'll hold most of 
our matches." 


Recruiting Year 
. 
'. 


But new facilities are just the 


glitter on Borgialli's wrestling 
program. This year, with the loss 
of seven-starters, Borgialli bad 
to recruit harder than ever. And 
'the results were "great," he 
said. 


"I've got some walk-ons this 


year that are better than some 
kids I've recruited in the past __ 
And I'm sure the facilities have 
attracted some of the kids we've 
gotten here this year." 
. One such recruit, John Olsen, 
a 118-pound junior college 
transfer from Oregon, told 
Borgialli he would have laughed 
if he had been offered 
a scholarship to come to 
Nebraska and work out in the 
old Coliseum. 


Other top recruits include 


Millard's Tim Cahill, a three- 
time Class A state champion; 
Bill Capowicz, a former national 
junior college champion; Tim 
Guthrie,- a former 4-A Oklahoma 
state champion; Dave Finken, a 
former 
Iowa 
state 


champion: Rex Thompson, 
who finished second in the New 
Mexico state championships; 
and Nebraska state champions 
Rene Longoria from Lincoln 
Northeast and John Bradley 
from Bellevue.

Returning first teamers in- 


clude Bill Hoffman, who 
finished third hi the Big Eight 
meet last year, Mike Vranich 
and Pat Arthur. 


"Sure we've got a lot of young 


kids this year. I'd say three- 
fourths of our team are 
freshmen or junior college 
transfers," said Borgialli. "But 
we've got a lot of kids who know 
how to win and have winning at- 
titudes. And attitude is 80% of 
wrestling success. 


"We'll be more of a tourna- 


ment team than,.a dual meet 
team because of our depth and 
the fact we've got kids who know 
how to approach a tournament" 


The Buskers open with four of 


the biggest wrestling tour- 
naments in the country. 


The Great Plains and the 


Bison Open in Fargo, N.D. were 
already held, ahd the Oklahoma 
Open is Friday and Saturday in 
Norman. The Iowa' State In- 


vitational is Dec. 34 with the 
Midlands championships at 
Evanston, HL on Dec. 29-30. The 
first regular meet in Lincoln is a 
Nebraska, Iowa State, South 
Dakota State triangular. 


Tough Opponents 
'Iowa State has a good chance 


of winning the NCAA Division I 
and South Dakota State, Division 
n," said Borgialli. 


"We may have a chance at get- 


ting the NCAA champoinships 


here as early as 1979 and the Big 
Eight cbampoinship in 1980, 
providing the athletic directors 
vote a change in the current 
setup, where just Oklahoma,

"I have to think our new facili- 


ty is going to be the sign of big 
changes in Nebraska's wrestling 
success and don't be surprised if 
we're considered more than just 
competitive," said Borgialli.

The facility that resulted from 


the shenanigans and other lob- 
bying is known as the Sports 
Center, or if you prefer, the 
Sports and Entertainment 
Center — but not, to the distress 
of an impatient Sen.

Most Offices There 


-J 
All the men's sports offices 


except football, baseball and 
track are in the Sports Center. In 
addition, the women's athletic 
department is centered in the 
facility. 


Here is a description of each of 


the areas of the Sports Center 
and its facilities: 


—Basketball. The basketball 


arena is 67 feet from the bottom 
of the trusses in the ceiling to the 
floor and is 307 feet square. Six 
backstops are supported from 
the trusses plus a central 
Scoreboard. There are 5,500 
plush red theater seats and 7,300 
plank seats. Bleacher seating for 
2,200 is on court level 


—Swimming. Two swimming 


pool tanks make up the 
natatorium. The competitive 
swimming tank is 25 yards x 25 
meters, which will facilitate 
both collegiate and Olympic-type 
events. The diving well has two 
one-meter boards and two three- 
meter boards. There is seating 
for 1,000 and provisions for 1,000 
additional seats in the gym- 
nastics area by removing a parti- 
tion. 


—Gymnastics. The gymnastics 


room is 92 x 50 feet with an extra 
high ceiling. Gymnastics meets 
will be either in the basketball 
arena or in the track area. 


—Wrestling. Thermostatic and 


humidity control highlight the 
wrestling training room. 
Wrestling injuries occur wjth 
less frequency in higher.

temperature and. humidify/ The 
room is 98 x 50 feet and has 21 
practice circles. Padded walls 
and ladders on the ceiling aid in 
training. Meets will be in the 
basketball arena or in the track 
area- 


—Track. The track building is 


220 x 304 feet with a concrete 
floor. The-220-yard synthetic 
track has six lanes around and 
eight in the straightaway, which 
is long enough to accommodate 
the 60-yard dash. The track can 
be converted to meters. There 
are 3,000 bleacher seats on the 
east side and an additional 2,000 
portable bleachers which can be 
used on the west side 


—Tennis. There are five tennis 


courts inside the track. Three 
have the artificial surface and 
two are concrete. 


There <are seven large locker 


rooms in the building — one 


each for gymnastics, swimming, 
wrestling, irack, basketball, ten- 
nis and visiting teams. In addi- 
tion, there are three small 
coaches' locker rooms and a 


large gang-locker for the 
women's department It consists 
of six small locker rooms with 26 
lockers each. The facility will be 
used by visiting teams when the 


Sports Center is hosting a major 
tournament 


"There were no provisions for 


women in the original plans of 
the building," Ross said. A part 
of the building which was to 
nave been used for storage was 
redesigned as the women's 
department 


The weight room in the Sports 


Center is near the training 
facilitites of all the sports, as are 
the sauna, physical therapy and 
training rooms. , 


Athletics First 
"I'm sure the students will 


start to heckle me about using 
the building," joked Jim Ross, 
assistant NU athletic director 
and Sports Center manager. 


"During the season, it's hard 


"I'm sure we'll have students 


and faculty and others wanting 
to use the tennis courts during 
the winter. But the Legislature 
gave us the money to operate 
this building and not to provide 
recreation for the community. I 
guess those are the kinds of 
things for which we'll have to set 
up some guidelines."

The signs in the Sports Center 


are international, with pictures 
telling the story. 


The restrooms, located on the 


east and west walls on the con- 
course level, also have inter- 
national labels. There are three 
women's and three men's 
«strooms on the concourse. 
level On the arena level, where 
the offices are located, two 
women's and two men's 
restrooms are on the north and 
south walls. 


"Once we started checking 


figures, we got kind of in- 
terested," said Lott "We 
figured that the center used 
about 92 miles of toilet tissue 
during the State Fair. We also 
used 35 cases of paper towels 
(about 21 miles of 10 x I0-mch 
toweling). 


"We hadn't taken a garbage 


count," Lott continued, "but 
when we did we found out we 
had a lot of garbage here during 
the State Fair. We used 1,500 
barrel-size garbage liners and I : 
don't know how many torpedo 
size or white elephant size, but 
we figure we had about an 85, 


- 175-gallon capacity of trash." ' 


Protective Wax 
Lott also said the maintenance 


staff waxed the floors of the 
center every'two days to protect 
the finish; 
. 


"I don't know of any other 


•barometer to measure how - '- 
many people were here," said 
Lott,:"but the State Fair is the 
kind of event you expect to 
provide some wild statistics." 
; ; It-may take the Sports Center 
staff a *hiie to get used to

James Exon requested the 
figure be cut to $200.000, the 
general fund remained the same. 


"We were very pleased with 


the appropriation," Ross said 
'If we don't get it, we could be 
in trouble. Everybody's talking

Devaney Bursting With Pride

When University of Nebraska 


athletic director Bob Devaney

Devaney s outward show of 


pride is completely warranted 
since, he directed the funding 
push for his biggest pet project 
after retiring as head football 
coach, following the 1972 season. 


While Devaney is proud of the 


structure that rests on the State 
Fairgrounds in Lincoln, he also 
is realistic. 


He's totally aware that the 


center will have to remain tax 
supported year after year. 


"There's just no way the 


Sports Center can ever become a 
moneymaker," Devaney admits. 
"iVo building of that type makes 
money. 


Not a Moneymaker 
"Even places like the city 


auditoriums in Lincoln and 
Omaha aren't moneymakers," 
he adds. "And those people rent 
their places out every night if 
they can. We're going to try to 
generate as much income as we 
can. but there's no way we can 
offset all the expenses." 


The Sports Center is rented 


out occasionally, to the 
Nebraska School Activities Assn. 
for slate high school events, or to 
private ventures for something 
like the Lawrence Weft concert 
that sold outlast summer.= . 


But' the opportunities to rent 
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out the massive building are few. 
The Fair Board uses the arena 
for a percentage of the con- 
cessions and other activities 
must not interfere with regularly 
scheduled University events. 


What Devaney hopes the 


center can do for the University 
is offset a basketball program 
that ran ?100,000 in the red Jast 
season at the Coliseum. 


For the first year in the new 


arena, season ticket sales of 
almost 8,000 have alrea'dy passed 
last year's per game average. 


10,000 Average 
"As much in the red as the 


basketball program ran, it was 
the closest to a moneymaker we 
had other than football," 
Devaney says'. "With season 
ticket sales .up, we should 
average 10?000 a game with a 
reasonably decent team or as 
many as 12,000 with an outstan- 
ding team. 


"That should be enough to get 


us back in the black," he adds. 
"With the other sports, about all 
they can do is hope to take away 
a little of the deficit." 


With the new building, 


Devaney says the University can 
realistically hope for national 
meets in sports like wrestling, 
track and field, swimming and 
diving and gymnastics with 
hopes for a regional meet in 
basketball 


Public Acceptance 
"That was one goal I had when 


I started this job," Devaney" 
.says. "I wanted ^University of 
Nebraska to have total athletic" 


facilities to compare with any 
school we compete against" 


The public and overall accep- 


tance of the Sports Center has 
been music to Devaney's ears, 
much like the music that 12.000- 
plus listened to when Welk's 
concert was'there. 


"When he came in here he 


remarked about the fantastic 
acoustics," Devaney beams. "He 
said they were as good as he's 
ever had in a building.of that 
size. 


"And all the girls at the state 


swimming meet were commen- 
ting on how well they liked 
everything," Devaney adds. 
"I'm well satisfied." 


If Devaney could change one 


tiling at the Sports Center, he'd 
have all the seats with theater- 
type cushions. 


"I would nave liked to have 


had sufficient funds when 
wen-thing was drawn up to put 
in all cushion seats." he says.

No Name Yet 
The one thing the Sports 


Center doesn't have is a name.

En route to the cham- 
pionship, Schuyler knocked off 
first round foe Nemaha 17-3, and 
semifinalist Lewiston in a 14-13 
thriller. 


Schuyler's championship win 


actually came after it was an- 
nounced in the Nebraska State 
Journal that the Nebraska State 
Activities Assn. would impose a 
ban on any school allowing girls 
to compete in basketball for the 
coming year. 


That particular action wiped 


out high school girls basketball 
for nearly 50 years until a 
Nebraska School Activities Assn. 
ruling rescinded the order in the 
spring of 1973.

There was a time when'the appropriate language 


for poetry was "speech dressed in its Sunday best."" .- 


In the '18th. and 19th centuries,specific traditions 


governed the language used in poems. Certain words 
were "wrong"—not to be said, much less read, in any- 
one's parlor. 
- 


•Now,.~in the '20th century, all language is.a poet's 


province. -.Poetry is no longer "dressed in its Sunday 
best." Twentieth century poets have felt a need to 
rejuvenate the language, to use words not normally used 
in poetry, iind to use such words in new ways. 


Today poetic-words can come from any field or 


source. Sometimes they are used in such new ways 
and combinations that, like abstract painters, poe'ts 
shock and startle readers with their visions. 


l-'pr instance, readers used to seeing the comparison 


that "love, is like a red, red rose." are drawn up sharply 
by Hah^Grane's description of love in the poem "The 
Bridge." Crane describes love as "a burnt match skating 
in .a uririaj." He has taken an abstract idea and presented 


it in a.vivid, concrete form. Readers may not agree with 
his view, but they must admit it has impact. 


Some readers might consider Crane's diction in- 


appropriate for his subject, but the question then be- 
comes what is appropriate for this century'of change, 
conflict;-, advanced -technology, frenzy and renewed 
appreciation" for nature? 


It doesn't seem to bejhe ornate, formal diction of 


"thee" and "tliou"—in fact, today that diction is almost 
outlawed. Yet it worked well for poets of earlier days. 


k. 


A diction familiar to many readers today is that of 


Pulitzer Prize winner-Carl Sandburg (1S7S-1967). Many 
people approve of his diction because they are familiar 
with it However, that was not. the case in 1916 when 
Sandburgs volume of "Chicago Poems" appeared. Some 
readers found his unfamiliar description of Chicago as 


"hog 
butcher,", "slugger," .and "savage"' shocking. 


'Others praised it for its realism and the way it caught 
America's vigor;.

- I n 1916 the" words Sandburg used were considered 


"street language," not-appropriate for genteel, educated 
men and women, and definitely not appropriate for 
p"be'try. Yet Sandburg made up his mind he"did not want 
to .write "appropriately" if that meant writing as those 
before him had written. He rebelled against the smooth, 
flowing language of the 19th century and preferred to 
write of the :."Stormy, husky, brawling, City of the Big 
Shoulders."

- The; elegant, formal fullness of the "works of such 


poets as Alfred, Lord Tennyson .was not for Sandburg. 
He said he/wanted to chortle and yodellike ordinary 
people, and he chose-to write free verse instead of the 
patterned poetry which preceded his. Free verse doesn't 
have a recurring beat like many poems Which rhyme; 
instead, it depends oh irregular rhythms and usually 
does not rhyme. 


Free verse is a common form for today's poets, 


and-someday,, the way they, are putting words together 
may seem as comfortable to readers as Sandburg's dic- 
tion seems today. For a'free verse form which combines 
ordinary words in new ways, consider this poem by 
modern poet Maxine Kumin:

Ms. Kumin uses everyday words, yet she uses them 


in nexv combinations. She says the sun oozes into the 
sky. In describing the sounds the hermit awakes to in 
words of today she speaks of a "typewriter bird." a 
"sewing machine bird." a "logging bird" and .an "oilcan 
bird." Through her choice of words a person who has 
never awakened to the country sounds of morriina can 
still understand them through the familiar sounds-she 
compares them to. 


In describing the sound of the "oilcan bird" as 


"pock pock." Ms. Kumin is using onomatopoeia. Ono- 
matopoetic words and phrases have sounds which suesest 
their meaning, like "hiss. buzz, whirr." Phrases. asTvell 
as single words, can be onomatopoetic. When Ms. Kumin 
says ihe "oilcan bird" attends to the "flinty clanks of 
tiie disparate parts" she is using onomatop'oeia. Such 
words draw a sound for the reader to iiear. 


In 1973 Ms. Kumin won the Pulitzer Prize for 


Poetry. Her "The Hermit Wakes to Bird Sounds" is one

Walk into an average-to-good 


Geneva restaurant and pick up 
the, menu. The main dish — a 
couple of lamb chops, say —-is 
35 francs .j.(?14). Air appetizer, 
salad, dessert and beverage all 


are extra. The total (per person): 
$25-30. 


Make the mistake of checking 


into one'of the best hotels. Your 
room is $70 to $80. Take a cab: 
The drop is .$1.30: That .is the 
price before you- have ridden a 
single block. 


It costs 80 cents to have a pair 


of socks laundered in the hotel, 
and $1 for a cup of tea/in the 
coffee shop. The old joke about 
the $5 blue-plate special being -, 
offered "on white or ori rye" has 
really come to life in Geneva.

And it is not that the Gehevois 


are out to:rook the.tourist On 
the contrary, they are deeply" 
worried about the situation. 
Hotel prices have been frozen 
for two years, and the tourist 
Bureau works hard to soften the 
impact oh visitors — helping; for 


example, to find you less- 
expensive hotels and meals. 


What is wrong is the rate of 


exchange between the franc and 
the dollar. In terms of buying 
power at home, ah American or 
Canadian in Geneva is paying 
from 40 to 100% too much for 
everything — because his dollars 
are'worth 40 to 100% too little. 
And the British are in ah even 
worse position. 


All this is more than an an- 


noyance, for the rich. It 
represents a threat to one of the 
most important sociological 
'changes which have taken place 
in recent decades: the availabili- 
ty of travel to middle- and lower-
